The business of the firm was the 
importation and manufacture of hags, tents, 
awoings, twine, etc. Liabilities, 8378,701 98. 
Of the liabilities a portion, amounting to 
S‘210,099 87, is secured by merchandise and 
cash amounting to 
8189,78S 64. 
Lizard 
Freres hold security to the value of 8114­ 
640 76, and others to an amount in excess of 
their claims. The atock, machinery and book 
accounts have been assigned to Jacob E. 
Taber. 
Ten H um an Skeletons I nearthed. 
M ok elc m n e H il l , February 29th.—Last 
Sunday, while Paul Lancelle and John P latt 
were engaged in mining at the foot cf Nigger 
Gulch, in Jesus Maris, a small village about 
six miles southeast of this place, they un­ 
earthed ten human skeletons about five feet 
from the surface, and within a space of eight 
feet square. 
One skull was found with a 
bullet hole through it. 
I d the early days the 
camp was full of the roughest characters to 
be found in the mining region, and the gen­ 
eral impression is that the parties were foully 
dealt with, although a few persons are of the 
belief that it is an old cem etery; but from 
the facts that the skeletons were found in 
what is supposed to be an old cellar, and that 
on the very ground where thev were taken 
out ODce stood a large building, formerly 
used as a dance-house, lead others to believe 
that the whole party were murdered at vari­ 
ous times and secretly buried there. 
D ischarges at Mare Island. 
V a l l e jo , February 29th,—Orders were re' 
ceived this morning at Mare Island to dis 
charge all the workmen, writers and messen­ 
gers of the construction department of the 
Navy Yard. 
This throws out of employ­ 
ment a considerable number of people, and 
will cause much suffering if the suspension of 
work continues for any length of time. This 
stops work on the Monongahela, fitting out 
as a storeship, and now on the dry dock, and 
on the schooner Uunalaska, for Lieutenant 
Stone's surveying expedition in Alaska wa­ 
ters. 
Both vessels were directed to be pre­ 
pared for service as quickly as possible.

reason assigned is a shortness of money.

is feared that the suspension may last till 
July, the commencement of the new fiscal 
year.

A D eliberate Case o f Suicide. 
S tockton, February 29th.—Paequale Gat- 
to, an Italian, 27 years old, jumped into the 
Mormon channel this evening, and 
was 
drowned. 
It was a deliberate case of suicide. 
He took a cirink at a saloon, bade his friends 
good-by, went to the bank of the channel, 
threw his pur<e into the water, then threw in 
his revolver, and followed with himself. 
He 
immediately sank. 
Such is the story of a boy 
who was with him. 
His body has not been 
recovered. 
M cDowell's Escape. 
S ax' B er n a r d in o , 
February 29th.—Mc­ 
Dowell’s escape has caused inteuse excitement 
in the town. It is now thought that a dwelling- 
house was burned to draw the people away 
and give the prisoner a better chance to es­ 
cape. The fire was discovered about 1 o’clock 
A. u., and it is thought he must have gone 
about that time. 
I t is now shown that he 
pried the doors of his cell open with pieces 
of wood sufficiently to crawl through. 
Ones 
in the corridor he hBd but to remove the 
padlock from the lower outside door, which 
was already sawed off, and liberty was his. 
Outside parties were in waiting. 
He was 
placed, it was thought, in a carriage, and 
driven toward Lower California. 
Others 
think he is still hiding iu or near the town. 
Every effort is being made by Sheriff Burk­ 
hart to recapture him. 
Five hundred dollars

The Italian Cabinet has resigned.

The conflict of authority between the 
Dominion and Ontario Governments will be 
brought before the Courts. 
The official newspaper at Berlin denies 
the tru th of reports th at the German Gov­ 
ernm ent aims to annex Holland. 
The Treasury D epartm ent has issued 
w arrants for about §11,500,000 on account 
of pensions for the present month. 
I t is reported in New Y ork th at the 
CaBhier of G. A. Bennett & Co., stock 
brokers, is a defaulter to the amount of 
$20,000. 
Business failures for the present week, 
as reported by 11 G. Dun ¿ C o,: United 
States, 193 ; Canada, 42 ; against 246 the 
previous week. 
The coal miners in the third pool at 
Pittsburg inaugurated a strike Thursday, 
fixing the price at three aud one-fourth 
cents per bushel. 
Com plaints are made of reckless th eatri­ 
cal advertising in New York, a bogus tel­ 
egram beiDg one of the instrum ents of 
torture adopted by John Stetson. 
The English Governm ent has decided to 
send a courteous dispatch to America rel­ 
ative to the action of Americans in coun­ 
tenancing and assisting dynam iters. 
The bill granting a loan of $22,500,000 
to the Canadian Pacific Railroad was read 
a third time Thursday night in the Ottaw a 
Parliam ent, amid prolonged cheers from 
the Conservatives. 
The American Government has received 
an invitation through the Im perial Ger­ 
man Legation at W ashington to participate 
in the exhibition of dairy products at M u­ 
nich from the 2d to the 12th of October, 
1S84. 
A New York dispatch says th at J. H. 
H averly is about to go to Denver, whence 
he is not expected to return for some years. 
All his present theatrical organizations are 
to be left in the hands of Colonel Robert 
Filkens. 
The Grand T runk Railroad has placed 
before the Canadian Parliam ent a bill to 
authorize the consolidation of its capital 
stock and the incurring of a loan of $13.­ 
500,000 to build a double track from Mon. 
treal to Toronto. 
The Postoffice D epartm ent has issued an 
order establishing new Postoffices at Fort 
Defiance Indian Reservation, and Clip, 
Yuma county, both in Arizona. 
Samuel 
E. M arshall has been appointed Postm aster 
at F ort Dsfiance, Arizona. 
Senator Fair, of Nevada, gave a very 
elegant dinner Thursday night in W ash­ 
ington, including members of the Cabinet, 
a num ber of Senators, prom inent army 
and navy officers and others. 
I t is under­ 
stood the dinner was a B ayard boom. 
A W ashington special says : Many in­ 
quiries have been received at the W hite 
House relative to Sargent’s possible recall. 
To all such the Secretary of the President 
returns the unqualified answer th at there 
is no thought of recalling Mr. Sargent. 
John Lowe, Secretary of the Canadian

About the orifice is a considerable 
mound of mud, stone and coal, thrown c u t 
by the gaaeous discharge, and, as the n earest 
coal vein is sixty feet below the surface, 
the well must be at least that depth.

forts to fire the invisible discharge have 
failed, and the water thrown out is as cold as 
ice, thus making it certain that beat and 
natural gas have nothing to do with the 
mystery.

The Fire Record. 
P h i l a d e l p h i a , February 29th.—Five fires 
occurred during last night. 
Owing to the 
violence of the wind and the great distance 
between the various alarms, the firemen found 
much trouble in keepiog the flames under 
control. 
The most disastrous tire was at the 
chemical works of Powers & Weightman.who 
carry the largest stock of the kind in the 
country, which was totally destroyed. 
The 
fire was first discovered about 1 o’clock, but 
the alarm was not responded to, because the 
only engines in the fire dietrict were already 
engaged in combating a similar fire in the 
woolen mills at the corner of Second street 
and Lehigh avenue. 
One of the two eDgines 
which answered the first call came a distance 
tf nearly two miles. 
The building with all 
its contents was entirely destroyed. 
U p to 5 
o’clock the flames steadily triumphed over all 
opposition, lighting up the entire city, while 
neighboring streets were blocked with the 
panic-stricken residents removing their goods 
to places of safety. 
U p tc noon the progress 
was confined to the burning cf inflammable 
m atter within the confines already described. 
Tnere was d o fear of its spreading. 
Some of 
the neighboring houses had roofs and ftonts 
damaged, but being drenched with water 
during the night prevented their total de 


etruction. 
It is impossible so far to obtain 
any idea of the value of the machinery or 
stock. 
The estimates vary from a million to 
a million and a half dollars. 
Members of 
the firm will make no statem ent as to 'heir 
loss or insurance. 
I t has been ascertained 
that on a portion of the property destroyed 
there is an insurance oi $¿90,000. distributed 
among a large number of L reign and home 
companies. 
The total Ii ss will greatly ex­ 
ceed the amount of insurance. 
The firm 
state that it is impossible to form an estimate 
of the less, owing to the large number and 
varying cost and character of articles under 
manufacture. 
Among the principal articles 
are quinine and morphia, iodide, bromide of 
potash and chloroform. 
This was the largest 
establishment oi the kind in the country, and 
dealers in foreign quinine at New Y -rk to­ 
day put up the price from $1 35 to $1 55 per 
ounce. 
The stcre of Cook Brcs. k Co., produce 
and commission merchants, No. 29 Sou.n 
W ater street, was damaged to the extent cf 
810,000. 
About the same time the Echo car­ 
pet mills, at Lehigh avenue and Palethorpe 
street, and three or fcur dwellings adjoining 
were destroyed, involving a loss of $25,000. 
The other fires were not so serious, bat the 
frequent alarms served to distract the firemen 
and tax the department to their utmost.

SESATE. 


W ashington', February 29:h.—The Senate 
resumed consideration of the bill fot the con­ 
struction of steel cruisers. 
The question was on the amendment of 
J ones of Florida to the amendment 
of 
Sewell. 
Sewell’s amendment provides for the build­ 
ing of the ships at one or more of the Gov­ 
ernment navy yards. 
Jones'am endm ent provides that the build­ 
ing shall be apportioned anuog the different 
navy yards. 
After a debate the amendments of Jones 
and Sewell wore voted down. 
Morgan withdrew his objection to vessels 
being built by private contract, and the 
amendment offered by him was, sfter modi­ 
fication, accepted by Hale, embodying in the 
bill by direct words, and not by description 
merely, the substance of the Acts of 1882 
and 1883, together with the proviso that bids 
may be accepted, not only from builders who 
may now be ready to build the vessels, but 
who may be able to satisfy the Secretary of 
the Navy that they can in three months after 
making the coutract, bo ready to do so. 
The bill was then passed—2S ayes, 13 noes. 
Adjourned till Monday. 


HOrsE. 
The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on the private calendar. 
The first bill on the calendar was that to 
authorize the retirement of Alfred Pleasanton 
as Major-General. 
An amendment was rec­ 
ommended, making 
the 
rank Brigadier-

by Steele, Stockslager, Brown and McMillan. 
Cutcheon would make the rank Colonel.

“ The law is a sort of hocus-pocus 
science,” says an old play, “ and tbe glori­ 
ous uncertainty of it is of m air use to the 
professors than the justice of it.” 
An inci­ 
dent in the official life of Lord Chancellor 
Eldon illustrates the truthfulness of the 
dram atist’s rem ark. 
He once referred a 
case to three Courts below, in succession, 
to decide w hat a particular document was. 
N ot one of them agreed w ith either of the 
other two as to the legal name of the docu­ 
ment. 
The Court of K ing’s Bench decided 
it was a lease in fee ; the Common Pleas, 
th at it was a lease in ta il: the Exchequer, 
th a t it was a lease for years. 
W ben the 
document came back to the Lord Chancel­ 
lor, he decided th at it was no lease at all. 
An anecdote, which an Irish Judge used 
to tell w ith great glee, illustrates the law’s 
uncertainty when administered by atto r­ 
neys, and its certainty when a plain man 
decides the case on its m eriti. 
A suitor 
complained to this Judge th at he was 
“ ruinated,” and could go no further with 
his case. 
“ Then you had b etter,” said hia 
Honor, “ leave the case to be decided by 
reference.” 
“ To be sure I w ill,” answered the man ; 
“ I’ve been now at law Ihirtetr. years, and 
can’t get on a t all, at all. 
I ’m willing to 
leave tbe case to one houest man or two 
lawyers, whichever your Lordship pleases.” 
“ Y ou had better toss up for th a t,” said 
the Judge, laughing. 
Two attorneys were appointed, however, 
and in a year’s time they reported th at 
they could not agree. 
The m atter was 
then left to an honest farmer, and in a 
week the parties came into Court and said 
th at.th e plain, unprofessional referee had 
settled the case to their satisfaction,—

tation was too mnch for them , and in­ 
stead of cleaving the air majestically, 
they have made an inglorious descent to 
the earth.

—some obstacle to be overcome—and thns 
it has been since inventive genius first as­ 
serted its ability to m aster the interposiDg 
complications. 
But. we are informed, an 
Englishman named Lenfield has got it at 
last I 
He has constructed a flyer, with 
which he expects to go through the air, 
in an}- direction he pleases, at the rate of 
sixty miles an hour.

They are very blind » ho do not recog­ 
nize th at we are face to face w ith a m ighty 
struggle—a struggle tbe dimensions and ail 
the fateful consequences of which no man 
can foresee. 
The effect of the recent cam­ 
paign in Ohio upon the liquor question is 
not confined to the boundaries of this State 
hy any means. The agitation has extended 
all over the nation and the people are 
everywhere arrayed 
in 
opposing lines. 
Everywhere a most portentious earnestness 
m arks the discussion of the topic. 
The 
old geographical lines which influenced and 
guided party thought, const for nothing in 
this m atter. 
The people of the Carolinas 
and Georgia are thinking as strongly and 
as directly upon the subject as those of 
Iowa, or Kansas. 
Ohio occupies a pivotal 
position in this as she has in many other 
contests. 
The advocates of free liquor, 
the men whose means are invested in brew ­ 
eries and distilleries, and in beer and 
whisky all over the land, threw their ener­ 
gies aud an unlim ited supply of money 
into the tight here, because they reasoned 
th at success in Ohio woold m aterially aid 
in gaining success all over the nation. The 
liquor men of the State itself needed no 
urging from outside to make a desperate 
tight. The Scott law, which takes $2,000,­ 
000 a year out of their pockets, was suffi­ 
cient stim ulus for the most strenuous 
efforts. 
It was 
s ta k e of en o rm o u s 
m agnitude to fight fe-r. 
This they rightly 
felt, too, was only a beginning.

THE REPEATED OCCASIONS OF MOURK- 
ISG IN THE ROYAL HOUSEHOLD. 


Fatal R esalt from the Chase—English Land 
Monopoly—Alcohol—Lord Wolseley— 
Guarding the Prince of Wales. 


L o n d o n , February 2 , 1SS4. 
If there is one thing in which Queen 
V ictoria particularly excels, it is surely in 
mourning for the dead. The world had an 
example of this after the death of the 
Prince Consort. 
Still later it had an 
equally exuberant, though less creditable, 
dem onstration of it when John Brown 
passed in his checks. 
Now a fresh candi­ 
date for the royal lam entations appears 
upon the scene ; or, rather, I should say, 
m akc3 his exit from the scene. 
The M ar­ 
quis of H ertford, recently deceased, had 
been connected w ith the Royal household 
for close upon th irty years. 
For a long 
tim e he was Groom in W aiting to H er 
M ajesty, a post of great honor, and one 
which necessarily brought him into very 
intim ate associations w ith his royal mis­ 
tress. 
The Queen, we are assured by the 
C ourt journals, takes the death of the 
M arquis deeply to heart, and, judging 
from the past, her sorrow will not be 
easily assuaged. 
H er M ajesty’s circum ­ 
stances ju st now are peculiarly favorable 
to the 
INDULGENCE DF MORBID GRIEF, 
For she is an invalid, and in one sense a 
prisoner, shut up in part by her maladies 
of m ind and body, and largely also by her 
fears, consequent upon the prevailing Fe­ 
nian scare. 
She could not appear much in 
public if she would, cud, thinking discre­ 
tion the better part of valor, she would not 
if she could. 
In her seclusion she n atu ­ 
rally broods over trouble, magnifying into 
a great national calamity w hat is really a 
m atter of concern to only a few families. 
To these circumstances, and the peculiar 
bent of mind occasioned by them , m ust be 
attrib u ted a large share of the unfortunate 
lady’s excessive grief over her defunct 
lacky, Brown, and no doubt, if the public 
knew all, it would pity rather than cen­ 
sure. 
FATALITY PRODUCED BY SPORTING. 
D eath, by the way, seeir.B very busy 
among the English aristocracy ju st now. 
The decease of the Marquis of H ertford 
was preceded only' a few days before by 
th a t of Earl Grosvenor, the eon and heir 
of the Duke of W estm inster, and as I 
w rite the Earl of Pembroke lies in a pre- 
cariuua condition, scarcely expected to live. 
By a strange coincidence, t ro, all these re­ 
ceived their injuries while in pursuit of the 
favorite E igli3h sports of hunting and 
shooting. 
H ertford had his back broken 
by falling from a fractious horse. 
Pem ­ 
broke fractured his collar-bone in the same 
w ay, some lung complication ensuing; and 
Grosvenor took bronchitis from exposure 
to dampness and cold. 
A nother coinci­ 
dence in these casss is that the three peers 
should all have been men of sterling merit. 
Y our readers do not need to be told th at 
there aro many black sheep among the 
English aristocracy. 
But neither of these 
was of th at stripe. 
Toey belonged, rather, 
to the class whose virtues constitute the 
saving quality of the British peerage, and 
who aro noblemen by nature as well as by 
accident of birth. 
WILD SCHEMES OF HENRY GEORGE. 
Speaking of the aristocracy rem inds me 
of our fellow-countryrr.aD, Henry George, 
and of his wild scheme for nationalizing 
th e land. 
He is addressing large audiences 
here, and is, I hope, making a good thing 
out of it. 
W ith all his denunciations of 
bloated bondholders, I do not suppose for 
a moment th at Mr. George would object to 
a m a s s in g a little property, or would think 
he was comm itting any- sin if, at his death, 
he left a few corner lots to his children. 
W hy should he ? 
I t would be a pity, I 
think, if a man couldn’t advocate a theory 
w ithout applying it to himEelf, and I ’m 
sure I don’t know w hat would become of 
all the lecturers and preachers we have if 
people were so unreasonable as to expect 
them to furnish a personal example of all 
the strange thiDgs they call upon others to 
do ! 
B ut this is a diversion. 
Mr. George 
will never own as much resl estate as some 
of the members of the British peerage ; so 
let him pitch in. 
Few will deny the need 
for some wholesome measures of land re­ 
form in England. 


E N G L ISH LA N D MONOPOLY. 
W e talk about monopolies. 
Think of 
2S Dukes owning 15S separate estates, com­ 
prising nearly 4,000,000 acres ! 
The other 
members of the peerage, 497 in number, 
hold, 1 am assured, 1,4.10 separate estates, 
comprehending about 
10,000,000 acres. 
The largest landed proprietor among the 
peers is the Dnke of Sutherland, who owns 
more than 
1,000,000 acres, 
his income 
therefrom being something over 8600,000 
per annum. 
The Duke ot Buccl-uuh owns 
about 500,000 acres, and rakes in annually 
over $1,000,000 in rent. 
The rent roll of 
th e M arquis of B uts amounts to about as 
m uch, and altogether there are ten peers 
who get over $500,000 a year from land. 
W h at makes this monopoly all the more 
shameful is th at in most cases neither the 
present owners, nor their ancestors, ever 
did anything to either earn or m erit such 
enormous possessions. 
This, however, is 
b u t one feature of 


THE PEERAGE NUISANCE. 
Besides monopolizing the land, see how 
they drain the public exchequer. 
There 
has ju st been published a detailed esti­ 
m ate of the am ount of public money paid 
to Dnkes, Marquises and Karls and their 
relatives sinoe 1850. 
FYom it • e gather 
th at, altogether, 261 families of Dukes. 
Marquises and 
Flarls, embracing 4,536 
scions, and tilling 8.228 offices, have ob­ 
tained from the taxes in trirty -fo u r years 
the sum of 66.247.242 pounds— a pound 
being equal to five dollars. 
Very much of 
this has been paid in pensions, and these 
pensions are t i go on forever. 
Thus, there 
is plenty of room for the Georges and tie 
B radlaughs, who are seeking to arouse 
th e people to the injustice of tnese things, 
and it if no wonder they find many sym pa­ 
thizers. 
EFFECT OF ALCOHOL ON T H E .'-Y.'STLM, 
In the U nited States, as in England, 
great interest is felt iu the question as t j 
how the hnman system is affected by the 
use of alcoholic stim ulants, snd any item 
throw ing light upon this suljeet is always 
welcomed. 
In 1810 the U nited Kingdom 
Temperance and General Provident Life 
Insurance 
Company commenced 
doing 
bnsinets solely w ith totally abstaining life 
insurers. 
But after a lapse of seven years 
an im portant section of the shareholders 
succeeded in coercing the adm inistrative 
body to extend their sphere of operations 
over all applicants for pclicies. 
This was 
done, bu t w ith the provision th a t the 
“ tem perance section” should be kept dis­ 
tinct from the ‘•general section,” and now 
a document appears giving the results. 
F or seventeen years—that is from 1S6G to 
1SS2—the expected cUims by death in the 
tem perance section were 
computed by 
actuaries to be a total of 2,644, whereas 
there occurred only 1 '■'til, li ing a defeat 
of the m athem sticians by temperance of 
about th irty per cent. 
In the general sec­ 
tion for the same period the expected 
claims were taken as 4 40,Y and the reali­ 
zation came out at 4,339. 
These figures 
are Btrictly reliable, and your readers can 
draw th eir own conclusions. 


BRITISH MILITARY CHIEFTAIN. 
From tem perance I skip to the great 
teetotal General, Lord W olseley, of E gypt­ 
ian fan e, and the hrro of a campaign 
once upon a time in the Bed Kiver country. 
Of the English m ilitary chieftaiDS none aio 
better known iu the U nited States, nor 
more highly respected. But there are maDy 
here who will never forgive him from hav­ 
ing risen so rapidly. 
I t is a great offense 
in English eyes for a fellow to attain any­ 
thing like greatness while still in the 
prim e of life. 
A nother grievous complaint 
against this reckless stripling of less than 
fifty summers is th at he conducted his Red 
R iver expedition on te», and th at he has 
declared the English army would bs the 
finest on earth if drunkenness were only 
elim inated from it. 
Nevertheless, W olse­ 
ley’s star is still in the ascendent, and 
only th at the Duke of Connaught, who 
will have to be given the place because he 
is the eon of the Queen, stands in the way, 
he would eventually step ioto the “hoes of 


the Duke of Cambridge, as Commander in- 
Cnief. 
As it is, he is the 
VIRTUAL HEAD OF THE BRITISH FORCES, 
And m ust remain so for manv years to 
come. 
In army m atters Lord \ \ olseley is 
unquestionably the best authority in the 
country, for to the advantages of the 
highest position, he joins the highest per­ 
sonal intelligence and the keenest powers 
of observation. 
Accordingly, much inter­ 
est attaches to his recent speech a t the 
Rifle Volunteers’ banquet, in which he re­ 
plied to criticisms passed upon the army. 
Last year there were, he said, over 33,000 
men enlisted—the largest num ber ever en­ 
listed in one year in time of peace. 
Only 
during some great wars, like the Crimean 
or the Indian m utiny, had there been so 
many enlisted before, and then they were 
only obtained by paying large bounties. 
Of these 33,000, 91 p ercen t., he ¡said, are 
over 20 years of age, and 20 per cent, over 
30. Fifty-eight per cen*\ are over five feet 
seven inches high ; S3 per cent, over 
thirty-five inches around the chest and 7S 
per cent, are for over tw o years of service 
— a showing which, he m aintained, would 
compare favorably w ith any army in the 
world. 
H e had only one growl, be said, 
against the B ritish army, and th a t was 
th at there was not enough of it. 
ROYALTY AND DYNAMITE. 
I cloEe, as I began, w ith royalty. 
The 
Prince of W ales seems to he in danger. 
Up to recently he has gone about as he 
pleased, w ith no guards, and apparently 
w ithout fear of molestation. 
Now, how­ 
ever, a change has come. 
The discovery 
of explosives in a railway tunnel through 
which he was to pasa, and the arrest of a 
man who had made preparations for shoot­ 
ing him, all w ithin a week, show th at there 
is something in the wind which bodes his 
Royal Highness no good. 
In future his 
movements will be carefully guarded, and 
your readers will join me in the fervent 
hope th at theee safeguards may be ef­ 
fectual.

MATTHEW 
ABROLD’i 
RELIGION. 


M r. Arnold is unique as a would-be 
religious reformer, l ’aul did not more con­ 
stantly insist on justification by faith and 
salvation through grace than does Mr. A r­ 
nold upon salvation through culture.

it he means a “ knowledge of the best that 
has been thought and said in the world,” 
and it “ has its origin in love of perfec­ 
tion 
it is moral as well as intellectual, 
and even includes religion—but by religion 
he means l.tile o r nothing ; so his imposing 
theory, w ith its beautiful phrases, col­ 
lapses and reverts to the baldest rational­ 
ism. 
He indignantly refuseB to be classed 
as an infidel, yet more indignantly refuses 
to be classed w ith ordinary Christian be­ 
lievers. 
H is religious theory begins with 
the postulate th at modern thought has 
hopelessly broken w ith the old theology, 
and th at ceople have lost faith in tne 
Bible. 
“ The world cannot do w ithout the 
Bible, and 
it 
cannot 
do w ith it as 
it 
is,” 
he 
saya. 
I t 
is 
Btartling 
to 
find th at he begins the process of recon­ 
structing religion by elim inating a personal 
God, for whom he substitutes “ a power, 
not ourselves, th at makes for righteous­ 
ness,” and “ the stream of tendency by 
which all things fulfill the law of their 
being.” 
If his system is not atheistic, 
we know not its proper name. 
He reduces 
Jesus C hrist to a mere teacher, and an in­ 
spiring force. 
The only wonder is that 
Mr. Arnold should believe th at such a re­ 
siduum »9 he left is fit to be called religion 
at all. 
He has reconstructed Christianity 
w ith Christianity left out. 
He is more 
dogmatic than Calvin, while he bitterly 
denounces dogmatism. 
W uile his reli­ 
gious system , as far as he has any, is sure 
to perish, it is having a great effect in mod­ 
ifying the religious thought of the time, 
and is underm ining the evangelical faith, 
especially in literary circles and colleges, 
and I am afraid I m ust add theological 
seminaries.—[A Criticism by’ Dr. Kendrick,

A M ove to P r ese r v e O u r F o r ests. 
Senator Sherman has introduced a bill pro­ 
viding for the w ithdraw al of tim ber lauds, 
which are the property of the nation, ad­ 
jacent to the sources of navigable rivers 
and their allluents. 
This is the first prac 
tical step tow ard the preservation of the 
forests, and their influence upon the rain 
fall and fertility of the country, which has 
been taken in national legislation since the 
beginning of the agitation of the question, 
and is tim ely. 
Tne denudation of the 
country of its forests has already proceeded 
so far th at it9 disastrous effects are visible 
in the climate and in the aggravation of 
floods and droughts, and the process ¡3 go­ 
ing on in continually m ultiplying ratio. 
W e need not look abroad to coantries th at 
have suffered in the same way by the de­ 
struction of their trees, but can see in the 
desert plateaus of our own country what 
barrenness and other clim atic disadvant­ 
ages accompany thé absence of forests. 
It 
is exceedingly difficult to regulate tho au­ 
thority and management of private prop­ 
erty so as to prevent the destruction of 
trees, although it is done in FYance and 
may bs ultim ately necessary here, if wiser 
habits do not prevail. 
B ut the nation can 
reserve it3 tim ber lands governing the flow 
of Btreams, and show by an example of sys­ 
tematized and regular cutting to correspond 
with the growth, how to utilize and yet 
preserve the necessary forest growth. 
As 
it is now, there is not ths slightest regard 
for the possible renowal of forests after the 
indiscrim inate and wholesale denudation of 
large tracts of land, and barrenness th reat­ 
ens to follow waste, even where it has 
not actually done so. 
Tne Government 
should set the example of wise and conser­ 
vative forethought in the hope th at it may 
influence individual action.—[New York 
Shipping List. 


W om en an d C osm etics —It is stated in 
the columns of a medical journal of recent 
publication that the use ot arsenic as a cos­ 
metic is attaining dangerous popularity iu 
fashionable circles both here and ah'oad. 
There are many women, says the New York 
Evening Pont, who consider a g 'o l com­ 
plexion one of tho chief desideratum» life 
can offer, snd one to be obtained at almost 
any coat. 
It is no secret th at the poison, 
when taken in specific doses or quantities, 
has the effect of clearing the skin and ren­ 
dering it soft and exquisitely tran sp are n t; 
but the after constqnonces of its prolonged 
use ought to be seriously considered, for 
they are sufficiently weighty and alarming 
to deter even the greatest aspirant altar 
loveliness from tam pering w ith so deadly a 
beautifier. 
I t is presumed th at no woman 
would bo rash enough t j deliberately sw al­ 
low arsenic except under professional super­ 
vision, and it is said th at some medical ad­ 
visers in this and other cities, at the re­ 
quest of their fair but foolish patients, 
give arsenic unscrupulously in the form of 
prescriptions, 
which 
the 
unsuspecting 
chemist makes up, unacnscious of the o b ­ 
ject lor which the dangerous mineral is ad­ 
ministered. 
This is a very lam entable de­ 
claration, yet. if it is true, as an outspoken 
but very sensible physician of experience 
lately remarked, “ These fair fools will not 
only purify their complexions, but they will 
eventually purify the world by getting oat 
of it. 
They will soon lie forever a t rest 
from all the vanities cf this world, with 
countenances as white as the most fastidi­ 
ous oould possibly desire.” 


E l e p h a n t s in E a r ly D a y s —In 1629 
the King of Spain sent an ib p h a n t and 
five camels t i King Jam es I , of England. 
This latter monarch was extravagantly fond 
of pet animals, and bad quite a menagerie 
at his palace, so it may be imagined th at 
he was particularly well pleased w ith this 
gift. 
Much better pleased, indeed, than 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer was, for 
the English treasury was, at th at time, 
sadly depleted. 
To pay the £150 which 
the King ordered given to the man who had 
brought the elephant, took away every 
penny in the treasury, and made it neces­ 
sary to refuse to allow the Queen money 
for a journey th at she wished to make to 
Scotland th at year. 
And when an esti­ 
mate w-as made of the cost of keeping the 
animal, and it was found to be £275 a year, 
it was no wonder th at M r.

A substitute for lithographic stone has 
lately! been invented by P. C. M ailer, of 
Leipzig, and has been proven a perfect suc­ 
cess. 
Mr. Mieller has already secured 
patentB in Germany, Austria, Hungary, 
England, Itily , France, Russia, Sweden, 
Denmark, the U nited States, etc. 
The 
patents for Eaglaud and FYance have al­ 
ready been sold to other parties for 160.000 
m arks—about $40,000. 
Rudolph H a rt­ 
mann, editor of Polygraphiaehes Central- 
blatt, in Leipzig, who bids us farewell in 
the last num ber ^December, 1883), and has 
discontinued his journal, devoted to lithog­ 
raphy and the graphic arts, after eighteen 
years’ existence, says : 
“ W e came into 
possession, by the kindness of Mr. M ailer 
nimself, of a collection of specimen copies 
printed from metal plates, w ith a cover of 
lithographic stone mass, which he calls 
limesinter. 
Those impressions are exe­ 
cuted in the engraving, pen and crayon 
manner, and also from transfers made from 
stone and steel engravinge—a sure proof 
th at 
every 
kind 
and 
every 
process 
of lithographic printing can bs done by 
this substitute for stone. 
The printing 
has to be done in the usual way, by hand 
or steam press. 
The inking is extraordi­ 
narily easy, and makes more than two 
rollers unnecessary, so evenly and easily 
do these plates take the ink. 
The plates 
can be used for chromo work also. 
The 
making of these plates are easy, quick and 
cheap. 
A zinc plate in any size, about a 
thirty-second of an inch thick, in the con­ 
dition in which it can be bought, will 
answer the purpose, w ithout graining or 
polishing ; only the cleaning of the plate 
and removal of all greasy m atter will he 
necessary. 
The covering of this plate, 
which has the same chemical properties as 
the lithographic Btone, is made from a 
m ixture of lime as the principal e’ement, 
btside Borne other constituents, and car­ 
bonic acid. 
This is all strew n over the 
warmed metal plate, and can be done ad 
libitum in any thickness ; but, for instance, 
in an engraving it will be thick enough if 
it 
is 
sprinkled over twice or thrice. 
Through the magnifying glass one will see 
exactly the same crystals which one notices 
on the surface of the lithographic stone.” 
As we said before, the printing can be 
done in the same manner as usual, on hand 
and steam presses. 
By this new invention 
ail kinds of engraved plates can also be 
printed w ith the roller instead of adahber. 
This enablss us to print in all styles—as 
stipple, crayon and engraving—from one 
plate together. 
Tho handiness and cheap­ 
ness of these ordinary zinc plates, and the 
covering on the work and m aterial, cost­ 
ing,.so to speak, nothing, we may expect 
th at all plates, even of a very little value, 
will be preserved. 
Tna covering can alBO 
be removed, and a new cover be mado on 
the tam e plate. 
W hat a revolution this 
new invention will m ake in a very short 
time in the use of lithographic stone is hard 
to say ; but the practical business man, as 
well as the practical lithographer, will 
easily see the enormous importance of this 
invention. 
T hat this ír also acknowledged 
by capitalists is shown by the quick sale of 
the patents for France and England for 
the sum of £8,000.—[Chicago Lithographer 
and iY inter.

THE 
STITCH IN 
TIMS, 


The old saying th at a stitch in tim e saves 
nine holds good not only in m atters of the 
needle, but in all the concerns of life. 
It 
is the stitch in tim e, the retrenchm ent in 
season th at staves off the mortgage on the 
family estate, th a t prevents Mr. Spend­ 
thrift fr un being obliged to ask a compro­ 
mise of his creditors, th a t enables one to 
place a trifle in the bank against a rainy 
day. 
The seasonable attentions stop the 
leak in the roof th at would sooner or later 
make the home untenable and treble the 
expense; adjusts the toppling gate th at 
w ould presently drop off its hinges ; re­ 
pairs the broken fence th a t would let the 
cows into the cornfield ; destroys the cater­ 
pillars eggs which would hatch by-and-by 
and ravage the fruit crop ; pots the bulbs 
before the frost kills th e m ; waters the 
ornamented shrubs before the drought 
weathers tnem ; settles bills before interest 
swells them , and taxes before they eat up 
the property ; mends the chimney before it 
burns down the house, and the highway 
before there are damages to pay, and puts 
in coal before it rises in proportion to the 
falling of the quicksilver. 
Some of us to 
be sure find it beyond our power to 
take the stitch in tim e tn a t saves us cost 
and trouble ; we are delayed about repair­ 
ing the roof for 
w ant of m aterial till 
the dampness cracks the plaster, and peels 
off the w . llp ap er, and gives us bronchitis ; 
we would take such pleasure in settling 
our bills before the interest doubles them 
as only he who owns them knows. 
W e 
realize the necessity of a stitch in tim e in 
our affairs, but have no thread and needle, 
so to speak ; or we fancy th at we will a t­ 
tend to them to-morrow, or next week, or 
after we have gotten through the work on 
hand, and then they are perhaps beyond 
mending. 
Sometimes it is our friendships 
that show a break, when a word spoken in 
season how good it is ! 
W hat tears and 
regrets it eaves us 1 
An adjustm ent of 
differences at the right m oment would 
have rescued many from quarrels th at 
have grown into lawsuits, th at have sepa­ 
rated lovers and brought gray hairs in sor­ 
row to the grave. Neglect in little m atters 
of care has proved a fertile source of in­ 
validism ; 
the slight 
cold disregarded 
avenges itself by distorting the victim 
w ith rheum atic pains ; the eyesight ju st a 
trifle imperfect fails altogether oue day 
from lack of care ; and sometimes even 
our virtues get shabby, require touching, 
demand the stitch in tim e th a t shall keep 
them from becoming threadbare, from be­ 
ing patched bsyond recognition at a later 
period.

D r ess.—The excesses 
in 
women’s attire are always the object of 
newspaper attention, and now comes a re­ 
porter of the Commerrial-CasUe who scans 
the masculine wardrobe.

and 2 clasps, 57 finger-blistering big, big 
D, incidents to his attire. 
A ltogether 30 
pieces of cothing and 07 m anipulations, 
making a total of 97 separate attentions to 
which he 
was 
to 
devote 
his 
time. 
Give 15 seconds to each—which is not 
more than a fair average—and there are 
tw enty-four minutes spent in covering the 
person according to tho conventional usage. 
Add to this cravat-tying, scarf pin inser­ 
tion. fob chain adjustm ent and arranging 
the hair, washing, etc., and to dress a man 
occupies fully half of one hour. 


T he Cloister.—T he cloister was really 
the living-placc of the monks. 
Here they 
pursued theii daily avocatious, here they 
taught their schools, they transacted their 
business, they spent their time and pursued 
their studies, always in society, co-operat­ 
ing and consulting, and, as a rule, knowing 
no privacy. 
“ But a monk always lived in 
a cell !” I think you will be inclined to ob­ 
ject. 
The sooner vou get rid of th at delu­ 
sion the better. 
U ntil Henry II. founded 
the Carthueian Abbey of W itham . in 117S, 
there was no such thing known in England 
as a m onk's cell, as we understand the 
term . 
It was a peculiarity of the Car­ 
thusian Order, and when it was first intro­ 
duced it was regarded as a startling novelty 
for any privacy or anything approaching 
solitude to be tolerated in a monastery. 
The Carthusian system never found much 
favor in England. 
The Carthusians never 
had more than nine houses all told ; the 
discipline was too rigid, the rule too se­ 
vere, the loneliness too dreadful for our 
tastes and our climate. 
In the thirteenth 
century, if I mistake not, there were only 
two monasteries in Eagland in 
which 
monks or nuns could boast of having aoy 
privacy, any little corner of their own to 
tir n into, any place where they could en­ 
joy the luxury of retirem ent, any private 
study such as every boy nowadays, in a 
school of any pretension, expects t i have 
provided for himself, and w ithout which we 
assume th at nobody could read and wr.te 
for »c hour.—[The N ineteenth Century,

SPIDERS. 


Spiders are not insects, as m ost people 
think. 
There is precisely the same rela­ 
tionship between a spider and an insect 
th at there is between a cow and a codfish. 
The cow and the fish are both vertebrates, 
and the spider and the insect are both an- 
nulates, b ut there the resemblance ceases. 
Iu every other point of strnctnre they differ 
widely from each other. 
The spider has 
eight lege, whereas an insect cannot have 
more than six. The nervons system is con­ 
structed on a totally different principle, 
and so are the circulation and respiration. 
The eyes are different, the insects having 
many compound eyes, and the spider never 
having more than eight, and all of them 
simple. 
Then a spider has no eeparate 
head as is the case w ith the insects, the 
head snd thorax being fused together. 
N either does the spider pass through the 
series of 
developments which we call 
“ transform ations.” 
W hen the young spi­ 
der is hatched it is a spider, and retains 
the same shape through its whcle life. 
Again, no insect th at is a t present known 
can Bpin si k m threads. 
Take the silk­ 
worm as a familiar example. 
The silk is 
spun by the caterpillar and not by the 
moth. 
Now, 
the spider can 
produce 
threads throughout the whole of its life. 
I t possesses, moreover, the faculty of pro­ 
ducing different kinds of silk, according to 
the object for which it is needed. 
If we 
watch the first of these creatures we may 
see all three silks produced. 
The web ot 
the diadem spider is made of radiating ca­ 
bles, liko the spokes of a wheel, and hav­ 
ing a alight thread wound spirally over the 
Bpokes. 
The whole web is suspended by 
cables like those which form the spokes, 
and guy ropes of eimilar structure support 
it on every side. 
A blue-bottle fly now 
comes buzzing along and blunders against 
one of the supporting cables. 
I t is not ar­ 
restad by the cable, but falls upon the net, 
where it is at once caught. 
If we examine 
the web w ith a tolerably powerful magni­ 
fying glass we shall see th a t the cables and 
spokes are quite smooth, while the spiral 
tnread is covered with little globules of a 
gummy character. 
Tnere are about 1,400 
of these globules in each inch of thread, 
and on an average a complete web contains 
87,000 of them. 
Xhe9e globules act just 
like bird-lime, and the moment th at an in­ 
sect touches one of them w ith its lag or 
wing, it is held tightly by the gum .—

DQ YOU EAT TOO MUCH? 


Animals living in a state of nature do 
not over-eat themselves. 
They stop eat­ 
ing when they have got enough. 
There 
are no prize cattle on the prairies. 
I t is 
the stalled ox, and the pig in his peD, de­ 
prived of exertioD, th at can bs latteued 
into a diseased obesity. 
HorBes escape 
this process because men do not to any ex­ 
tent devour them . 
The hunter and racer 
are not overfed. 
All animals expected to 
do their work are carefully fed as to quality 
and quantity. 
If human beings were fed 
as wisely they would be as healthy. There 
are some good rules for feeding as to 
quantity. 
W hen our food is simple and 
natural in kind and quality and mode of 
preparation, there is little danger—for 
example, of eating too many grape?, apples, 
pears or bananas. 
Salt, sugar, spices and 
luxurious cookery tem pt to excess. 
W ith 
meD, as w ith animals, a natural diet is 
self-limited, and we are disposed to stop 
when we have eaten enough. 
The more 
artificial the food, the more oliborate and 
luxurious the feast, the more liability to 
overload the stomach, overtask the diges­ 
tive powers and overweigh the forces of 
life. 
Sim plicity of food is a condition of 
health, and promotes 
longevity. 
The 
quantity of food which enables a man to 
do his daily work w ithout loss of weight is 
precisely w hat he requires. 
He supplies 
the daily w aste—no more and no leBP. 
This quantity may vary a little w ith each 
individual, but every one can easily ascer­ 
tain bis own measure of requirem ent by re ­ 
ducing the quantity of daily food uo t 1 he 
finds a balance of force and weight. 
I t is 
my opinion th at the average quantity of 
w ater free alim ent requires, say by busi­ 
ness and literary men, is tw elve ounces. 
Men of great muscular activity may re­ 
quire sixteen to tw enty ounces. 
I have 
found myself in very good condition for 
sedentary work on eight or ten ounces. 
W hen any one who is in good condition for 
his work keeps his normal weight he has 
found food enough. 


T h e I n d ia n ’s G u id e 
B o o k.— H . D. 
Thoreau, in the account of his excursion 
through the woods of Maine, tell the fol­ 
lowing of his Indian guide, Joe Polis : “ I 
asked him how he guided himself in the 
woods. 
‘ O h,’ said he, ‘ I can tell many 
good w ays.’ 
W hen I pressed him further 
he answ-ered ; 
‘ Sometimes I lookum side 
hill,’ and he glanced tow ard a high hill or 
m ountain on the eastern shore ; ‘ great dif­ 
ference between the north and south ; 
see 
where the sun shone most. 
So trees—the 
large trees bend toward south.* Sometimes 
I lookum locks’ (rocks). I asked him what 
he saw on the rocks, b at he did not de­ 
scribe anything in particular, answering 
vagutly, and in a m ysterious or drawling 
tone. 
‘ Bare locks on lake shore—great 
difference between N. S. FI. W . side—can 
tell w hat the sun has shone on.’ 
‘ Sup­ 
pose,’ said I, ‘ th at I should take you in a 
dark night up here into the middle of the 
woods, a hundred miles, set you down, and 
turn you round quickly tw enty times, 
could you steer straight to O.dtown ?’ ‘ O, 
yes,’ said he ; ‘ have done pretty much the 
same thing. 
I will tell you. 
Some yearB 
ago I m et an old w hite hunter at Milli- 
n o c k et; very good hunter. 
He said he 
could go anywhere in the woode. 
He 
wanted to hunt w ith me th at day, so we 
start. 
W e chase a moose all the forenoon, 
when we kill him. 
Then I said to him, 
now you go straight to camp. 
Don’t go 
round and round where w .’ve been, but go 
straight.

But the present walls have aiready w ith­ 
stood two of the greatest gales known in 
this century. 
The importance of this work 
to A ustria m ust to very great. 
I t is tne 
chief seaport of the country, it has a large 
m ercantile navy, and its exports foot $50,­ 
000,000 a year, and its imports $70 000,000. 
But its little harbor, constructed by M aria 
Theresa in the last century, has been en­ 
tirely inadequate to its steadily growing 
commerce. 
No vessels of more than three 
hundred tons burden could come to its 
quays, and though larger craft could find 
generally safe anchorage in the outer road­ 
stead, they have boen exposed to danger 
from southerly storms. 
The new piers 
now m ake it possible for vessels of any 
size to find safe shelter in the harbor of 
Trieste.

stage,” said an old actress who need to be 
a reigning star many years ago, “ neither 
man nor woman, kisses from choice.

Tne brook was fail ly alive with little trout 
and red-aided suckers and some black suck­ 
ers, so the old fellow let himself out on 
the fishes. 
He did not eat their heads. 
There was quite a pile of them on the log. 
I suppose the oil in hia paw attracted the 
lish and baited them even better than a 
Hyhook, and his too-nails were his books, 
and sharp ones, too, and once grabbed, the 
fish are sure to stay. 
They also cateh 
fr. gs in the forest brooks, and drink of the 
pure w ater in hot rum m er days, and love 
to lie and wallow in the m uddy swamps, 
as well as our pigs in the mire. They often 
cross narrow places in lakes by swimming, 
and also rivers, and seem to love to take a 
turn in the water. 
I once saw one swim­ 
ming from the mainland to the big island 
iu Mooselucmagantic lake, 
w ith just a 
streak of his back out of the water, looking 
like a log moving.

only their heads out of w a te r; ot other 
times half of their bodies are to be 6een. 
W e account for this difference by their 
condition.

E x tr a o rd in a r y G a m e of Cr ib b a g e — 
The lovers of the game of criobage will 
read w ith interest the following account 
given by a correspondent of the New 5'ork 
Sun : A short time ago, in playing cribbage 
with a friend, I being the dealer, it was 
found, after discarding for the crib, th at 
we each held precisely the same cards in 
regard to value—namely, two deuces and 
two aces. 
5Iy opponent led an aee, which 
I mated, and scored two. 
He then played 
the third ace, and counted six, which I 
immediately followed w ith the fourth and 
counted twelve. 
Of course the same thing 
happened w ith the deuces, thus making for 
me, w ith one for my last card, a score from 
pegging of twenty-nine. 
This actual ex­ 
perience suggested the following possible 
hands : Two aces, tw o deuces and two 
sixes to each player, w ith a three for the 
tnrn-up card. 
Presum ing th a t each player 
would discard the two sixes for the crib, 
which I believe would be the correct thing 
to do. the dealsi’s score would be as fol­ 
lows : From pegging, as already shown, 
tw enty-nine ; from his hand, in runs, six­ 
teen and from his crib, in fifteens and pairs, 
tw enty-four—thus making a total score of 
sixty-nine, beiDg the game, w ith eight to 
spare, from one deal.

Many of the readers of the R ecord- 
U nion will undoubtedly remember a rather 
large-si/.id Ciunaman who, during the 
months of October and November last, 
called at nearly all of the houses of our 
well-to-do citizens for the purpose, as he 
claimed, of eecuring washing for the new 
laundry of Song Ching Pee, of which he 
was proprietor.

Many tea-gowns are made of black silk 
or satin, just having a Watteau plait at the 
back. The elaborate trimming being en­ 
tirely reserved for the f r O D t, it takes the 
form of a petticoat of soft silk gathered in 
one place a quarter of a yard above the 
hem, beneath a cluster of seven or eight 
loops of ribbon, the bib blonde being tied 
with the same. Others again have this 
front breadth of alternate rows of lace and 
silk flounces pinked ont at tbe edge. A 
black and white striped velvet and satin 
had a delicate front of orange tone. Thns 
made, dark green plush with gray cashmere 
is a good mixture for a useful tea-gown. 
Among the most recent inventions, which 
some of the best dressed women in England 
favor, are crinolines, intended to be tied to 
the side-breadths of the skirt, giving a 
gathered fullness at the sides, which insure 
freedom of movement to the limbs. One 
of these crinolettes was fastened inside a 
pretty dinner gown for a young girl, which 
was made cf cream marvtiileux, aud had 
a petticoat formed of rows of cream lace, 
the silk drapings across this aud falling at 
a point at one side, being trimmed with 
Turkish embroidery. The pointed bedice 
was fastened at the bacK and had a double 
row of lace turning downward from the 
neck. — [ Inter Ocean. 
The great object in the care of the hair 
at present is to keep it soft and light, so 
that it will lio in loose coils and stand out 
in shape.

Ou the contrary, 
if the mark smooths out aDd is hardly dis­ 
tinguishable, it is safe to purchase. I: is 
also advised that before making up a silk 
it is an excellent pbn to open it the full 
length, and heap it up in loose folds on a 
spare bed or large table. Every few dayB 
the silk should be lightly tossed about 
and drawn through the hands, by which 
means the “ store ” creases made by folding 
the silk flat, and which are the first parts 
to cut, becomes less accentuated, and a 
pliability is produced that greatly increases 
the chances of satisfactory wear.—[New 
York Evening Post. 
By the way, the fashionable name for 
ladies’ dresses is now “ gown” or “ frock.” 
Worth no longer fabricates dresses, but 
frocks and gowns, and the sound fsl'ing 
upon unaccustomed or long-disused ears is 
quaint and rather pleasant. A famous 
dressmaker here is making some marvelous 
“ gowns ” and “ frocks ” for Mrs. General 
U. S. Grant and Mrs. W. Vanderbilt and 
Christine Nilsson, Patti does not affect 
American modistes, and brings all her 
dresses along. One of Mrs. Grant’s dresses 
is of rich black silk, with the front breadth 
embroidered by hand in passion flowers aDd 
leaves. 
The stamens and pistils are ia 
small steel beads, while the flowers are 
worked with black twist and with raised 
patterns. The court train ia lined with 
paie pink satin. The corsage is square and j 
the sleeves come to the elbow. With this 
will be worn as head-dress an aigrette of 
pale pink feather and a jet buckle mixed 
with steel. 
Very pretty sachets consist of small 
squares of contrastiog colors, such as pale 
pink and pale blue. Crossway strips of 
silk or Batin, lined with muslin, are plaited 
so as to form alternate squares of two col­ 
ors. The trimming is composed of a spray 
of artificial flowers ; honeysuckle is charm­ 
ing with soft shades of pink and blue, and 
the sachet is finally edged with lace. They 
may be varied by combining silk and satin 
squares ; for a white sachet half the 
squares may be of satin, the re3t of terry 
Large work-bags made after the same 
shape as the Lid-fashioned knitted silk 
purses, with rings to draw up, and tassels 
to finish off the ends, can be most elab­ 
orately ornamented in sundry styles. 
When the material employed is satio, it 
may be worked to look like a mass of en • 
broidery ; the introduction of gold thread 
greatly enhances the effect of patterns 
wrought out in silks of divers colors. The 
bags should, as far as possible, harmonize 
with the room in which they are princi­ 
pally to be used. All glaring colors should 
be avoided ; the aim of the worker should 
be, not to make them showy for the sake 
of calling attention to them, but to make 
them accord with their surroundings, that 
they may add to the general effect. A 
quicker and simpler mode of manufactur­ 
ing these hags is to make use of plusb, as 
tins requires, and, indeed, will bear, but 
little ornamentation. The owner’s mono­ 
gram is all that is wanted, and if it is large 
aud of a good contrasting shade of color, 
tbe bag will look extremely handsome.—

Tnere is very little change in the style 
of making infants’ outfits. 
Furmeily a 
mother dressed her babe in pure white, 
and that of the finest and sheerest quality, 
until it was at least 4 or 5 years of age. 
Now a child of 2 years has dresses ot a I 
warmer texture, such as cashmere, incriuo, i 
etc., and into these a touch of colorís often 
mtiodnced, which makes the little one 
look more comfortable, while older ones 
wear flannels, cashmeres and merino in all 
colors. Infants’ dresses are made of nain­ 
sook and linen lawn, with tucks, and 
trimmed with lace and embroidery, and 
have Bleeves. The robe style of making 
infanta’ dresses is not so popular as former­ 
ly. They are now more often trimmed 
above the hem at the lower edge with em­ 
broidery, insertion, tucks, pnffs or lace. 
The skirts, which aie gathered to the 
yokes, are long and very full. The newest 
cloaks for infants are of tbe white surah, 
in Mother Hubbard style, with yokes of the 
finest embroidery and cuffs to match. The 
long, loose cloaks are usually made of 
white or light-colored cashmere, and 
are trimmed with embroidery. 
There 
are other handsome cloaks made of Otto­ 
man and brocaded silk. For summer they 
are usually of piqne, either plain or em­ 
broidered. Some of these are shaped like 
a long, double cape, but the newest and 
those most liked are of the Mother Hub- 
bird style, with the straight breadths 
9hirred into the yoke and the long sleeves 
shirred at the wrist. The prettiest caps 
for babies are those of the closely-fitting 
cottage shape, which are made of em­ 
broidery that is done in an open pattern, 
representing wheels or stars that resemble 
the designs in open braid laces. Bows of 
satin ribbon are added at the top and at 
the back. The pretty French caps are as 
popular as ever, and are worn by both 
girls and boys. There are comfortable- 
looking crocheted jacktti of white, pale 
blue or pink zephyr in pretty designs, with 
a border in shell pattern.

CAffMBALI M IN NEW GUINEA. 
Experience of a Gold Hunter—Two Com­ 
panions faten by Savages. 
In a dimly-lighted room on the third 
floor of a sailor’s boarding-house in James’ 
Slip, Leroy Strickland last night told a 
story of his adventures in New Guinea, 
where, three years ago, he encountered a 
band of cannibals, and narrowly escaped 
death at their hands. He is just recover­ 
ing from a fit of sickness. He arrived in 
this country a few weeks ago, and was im­ 
mediately prostrated by the exposure to 
which he had been subjected and by the 
unaccustomed severity of a sailor’s life. 
He told bis story haltingly, and in tones 
that best expressed the fearful adventure 
through which he had passed. 
“ I was a painter in New South Wales, 
Australia,” he said, “ and had been doing 
well for some years. I bad accumulated a 
little property, and was tolerably contented 
with my lot. About four years ago the 
Te-mcra gold fieida were opened in my 
province, and the gold fever swept every­ 
thing. I sold out my stock, abandoned 
my business, and, with what money I had 
Ecraped together, I went with the crowd 
to Temora. There a party of us staked 
off our claims and worked together for ten 
months, when the field played out, and we 
went back to CookstowD, North Queens­ 
land. Some time before we got to Cooks- 
town, the Government of Queensland sent 
a French surveyor out ti Now Guinea in a 
small steamer in order to prospect the 
country, previous to another attempt at 
annexation. He wa3 attacked by natives, 
but succeed-d in killing several, and re­ 
turned to Cookstown vmnout injury. He 
gave a glowirg account of the country, 
and said there were gold pockets all along 
tbe coast and minea in the interior. This 
news was sufficient to start the spirit of 
adventure among my companions of Temo- 
ra, and we agreed to fit out two heavy life­ 
boats, stock them with provisions, and 
make our way across to New Guinea to 
find gold. 
“ It was on Njvember ID 1880, that ten 
of us, in two boats, started from Cooks, 
town. 
We rowed across to Thursday 
Island, where w-; took in a quantity of pro­ 
visions, aDd had heavy wire nettings built 
over oar boats to protect us from the 
weapons of the savages. It took us a day 
to row from the island to New Guinea, ow­ 
ing to headwinds. 
We airived at the 
coast near the mouth uf the Fly river, and 
rowed our boats into the stream. The 
country appeared to us to be deserted, and 
we made several landings, where we found 
gold in small quantities. We continued 
up the river until we had got, as near as 
could reckon, about fifteen mi’es into the 
interior. Observing a bluff some dL ,nce 
from the shore we rowed up to : e btaoli 
and prepared to land, taking wist, us our 
ritleB stung across our backs, and Done fur 
washing the gold. Six men landed—four 
remaining to care for the boats. 
We had 
not bsen on shore for more tiian half au 
hour when a party of natives—numbering 
perhaps twenty-five—appeared on the blnff 
and began throwing their weapons at ue. 
We unslung our nflss and drove them 
back. We walked about haif a mile back 
from the shore of the river, and were con­ 
gratulating ourselves on tbe success of our 
venture, when we heard deafening yells 
and saw nearly two hundred howling sav­ 
ages rushing toward us at their utmost 
speed. It was too lata t> make any de­ 
fense. 
We could do uo:hing but es­ 
capa with our lives at best. Throw­ 
ing everything of 
ary weight we 
had about us to the ground, we 
sprang in the direction of the boats, but not 
before William Guiteau had been killed by 
a wada-wadi. On our way to the shore 
George Johnson was killed by a boomer­ 
ang, and as I was crawling into one of the 
boats a boomerang struck me on the head 
and I lost consciousness. When we were 
once in the boats we were safe, but then 
we saw what a terrible fate had befallen 
our dead companions. As we rowed away 
we saw the cannibals seize the bodies and 
strip them. Then they carried them to 
tie top of the bluff and built a tire, around 
which, as the flames grew fiercer, they cir­ 
cled at a maddened pace. 
They howled 
and ehii.ked in exultation at their victory, 
and after they had exhau.-tid theoiselves 
they squatted about the tire and threw our 
companions int i the fiemes. I noticed rhat 
the human tl ;sn burned with a bine flame, 
and the sight was such a horriMe one that 
I fainted. When I recovered I saw them 
tearing the fiesh from tbe bones and eating 
it amid the most discordsc . sounds I ever 
heard, and after they had finished the fear­ 
ful repast they jumped to -.ccir feet again. 
As we passed around a curve in the river 
they were still shriekmg like incarnate 
fiends. 
" Begides the men who were killed, 
Henry Peters and George Thomas were 
badly wounded with spears. When we ar­ 
rived at Thursday Island they were treated 
at a hosp'tal. When we got back to Gooks- 
tiwn our Btory efftctnally prevented any 
like adventures. The natives are a hardy 
race, small in stature aud hideously ugly 
in appearance. Their weapons are the nul- 
la-nuila, a long spear with a heavy bowl on 
the end, which they use as a club ; wada- 
wadi, a spear five feet long, with a noose 
at one end, inside of which is a spike, 
which they use to catch and spear their en­ 
emy, and the boomerang, which in their 
hands is as effectual as a pistol ball. Ihe 
country is fertile and full of mineral 
wealth ; but the natives are the worst of 
cannibals. They have murdered mission­ 
aries and ships’ crews that have been 
landed on the coast, and th, only manner 
in which the country can be civilized is by 
annihilating the natives. They are not 
dangerous near the coast, because men-of- 
war shell the brush every few weeks, but 
the country will never cease to be unsafe 
until it ceases to be a bone of contention 
between France and New South Wales.— 
[N. Y. Tribune.

Pieces of cheese cloth make the very best 
kind of dusters. Hem tbe edges, and have 
a large enough supply so that one set can 
be washed each week. 
If the boya’ shoes are stiff from having 
been wet, rub them at night with a little 
castor oil Tb$. will soften them and make 
them comfortable again. 
A delicate way to serve oysters is to cook 
them ia a little water with butter and salt 
to suit the taste, then toast some thin 
slices of bread, and put a layer of oysters 
well seasoned between two slices. 
To kill the lime on walls that ars to be 
papered a coat of glue size must bs given. 
To make this, break up a pound of glue ; 
put it in two gallons of coll water for 
twenty-four hours until it ha9 swollen up ; 
then heat until melted ; put it on hot aud 
give two coats. Theu put on the paper in 
the usual way with rye flour paste. 
Excellent breakfast cakes are made of 
three eggs, one teaspoon ful of sngar, one 
coffeecup of sweet milk, one cup of warm 
water, three tablespoonfuls of yeast, flour 
enough to make a stiff batter. Liave the 
whites of the eggs until the bait r baa 
risen, then add tbem ; a pinch of sal: is 
needed. If started the night before, the 
cakes are delicious. 
Pudding made of cracked wheat is very 
agreeable and nourishing. To one quart of 
sweet milk allow nearly halt a cupful of 
cracked wheat ; put it in a pudding dish 
and bake slowly for two hours, stirring it 
several times. If yon choose to do so yon 
can add raisins and a little cinnamon for 
flavoring, but moat people prefer it well 
salted, and to cat it with a little cream and 
sngar. This is nice both warm and cold. 
Dandruff is a disease of the scalp and a 
very common affection. The causes are 
numerous. It may arise from want of 
cleanliness, infrequent brushing with a soft 
brush, or too much brushing with a hard 
one, poor health, a dry scalp, wearing a 
close, unventilated hat, the use cf a tine- 
tooth comb—an instrument which ought to 
be banished from the toilet. Avoid all 
these causes and keep the head clean, and 
the disease will generally disappear. 
A simple and delicate dessert is mads 
by dissolving half an ounce of gelatine in 
a pint of cold milk ; when entirely dis­ 
solved, add a quart of milk and sugar to 
your taste, and the yolks of four eggs. 
Boil until like cuitird ; just before remov­ 
ing from the fire add the whites of the 
eggs, well beaten; flavor, and pour into 
molds; when cold, turn out of the molds 
and serve with cream, or with fruit. [New 
York Post. 
James Collins, writing upon vegetable 
wool or silk cotton, says : For the lining 
of quilts, quilted petticoats, etc., silk cot­ 
ton seems to answer admirably ; but its 
wont of cohesion, or non-feltiog qualities, 
readers it of no use for spinning, except as 
a mixture to impart a silky gloss to the 
fabric eo mixed. Among it3 advantages 
are its lowneas of price, its lightness, its 
very great elast city and roftness, and the 
rcsittance it offers to the attacks of in­ 
sects. 
SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Professor Edland, of Sweden, bslieves 
that he has proven that a perfect vacuum 
is a good conductor of electricity. 
Olnervatious taken at Cclin by the en­ 
gineers engaged on the Panama Intsr- 
oceanie Canal indicate that the great earth­ 
quake wave caused by the Java eruption 
made its way in aluut thirty hours from 
Java round the Cape of Good Hope to the 
east coast of Central America. 
Wood knots are in great demand, to 
meet the increased esthetic tatta of the 
day. Tüey are subjected to a steaming 
process, which softens them and develops 
their color, and are then U3ed in excep­ 
tionally fine veneering. Persons who are 
experts in judgiDg what knots are of value, 
make considerable moLey by going about 
looking for them. Two were recently 
shipped to New York from Caledonia, in 
that State, which weighed respectively 
1,150 and 1,490 pounds. 
Profesor Putnam, of Harvard, lecturing 
upon his own explorations of the Turner 
altar mounds of Onio, said that amoog the 
! 200 000 specimens found were some show­ 
ing how large a space the mound-builders 
aud their trading allies covered on this con­ 
tinent. T ere were some grizzly bears’ 
teeth that must have come from the 
Rocky mountains, alligators’ teeth from 
the Sontii, and pearls from the eeashore. 
Thousands of pearls were found in one 
altar, all drilled for stringing. 
Dr. Louis Fitzpatrick writes to the 
Lancet that he has never seen a single in­ 
stance in which the styo continued to de­ 
velop after the following treatment had 
been resorted to : The lids Bhould be held 
apart by the thumb and index finger of the 
left hand, or a lid retractor, if such be at 
hand, while the tincture of iodine is painted 
over the indimed papilla with a fine camel’s 
hair pencil. The lids should not be al­ 
lowed to come in contact until the part 
touched is dry. A few such applications 
\ in the twenty-four hours are sufficient. 
Dutt, either volcanic or cosmic, is the 
reflecting medium to which the brilliant 
sunsets witnessed in November from a 
iar^e part of the world seem to be quite 
generally attributed. Some scientists sup­ 
pose that the dnst had drifted with the air 
currents from the Java volcanoes, and 
otbcrB believe that the earth encountered 
a dnst cloud in space. In this connection 
it may be noted that a fail of dust covered 
the snow of a valley in central Norway on 
the night of November 17:h. It will he in­ 
teresting to learn how this dust compares 
with that from Kr&katoa, which has been 
chemically and microscopically examined. 
The newest discovery in plastic mater­ 
ials is zvlouite. It is superior iu maoy re­ 
spects to celluloid, in that it can be formed 
into flat plates almost transparent, so it 
can be used instead of glass for stained 
windows. The discovery of this composi­ 
tion was made about fifteen years ago, al­ 
though the company at present engaged in 
its manufacture has been iu existence less 
than two years. The basis of zylonito is 
white t:ssue paper, made from eott in or 
linen rags. It receives a bath of sulphuric 
and other acids, which produces a chemi­ 
cal change. After the acid is carefully 
washed out the paper is treated with a 
mixture of alcohol and camphor. It now 
assumes an appearaDco resembling parch­ 
ment. In this condition it may hi worked 
into plates of any thickness, will receive 
tbe most brilliant colors, or may be made 
perfectly transparent. 


THE GREAT GERMAN

A L y ric .— A lyri? is a short poem deal­ 
ing with one thought, especially melodious 
iu rhythm and structure, and, if a meta­ 
phor may bs taken from the sister art, a 
simpla air, without progression, variation 
or accompaniment. If we wish to make 
the essentials of a lyric still clearer to our­ 
selves, we shall find we are compelled to do 
so by negatives. It must not bs in blank, 
nor in rhetoric verse ; save, indeed, where 
a refraiD, and a subtle repetition of the 
same word, gives lyrical impression, as in 
Tennyson’s “ Tears, Idle Tears,” and some 
of the songs in the “ Idylls of the King.” 
It is not so severe in form as the sonnet ; 
the poet's touch is lighter even when his 
subject is grave ; a dirge like “ Lycidas ’ 
can not be accounted such, nor a sustained 
and loftjr poem like “ I Have Led Her 
Home ” in “ Maud.” Some of our greatest 
poets have left no true lyrics, or none into 
which they have put their beat work. 
Pope’s only examples are a burlesque, an 
imitation of Horace, written when he wae 
a more child, and a paraphrase, also from 
the Latin. Gray affords us Done ; no ade­ 
quately characteristic specimen can be 
culled from Spencer, or more than one or 
two from Milton, though the formed lived 
ao near in time to Shakespeare and Ben 
Jonson, lyrists if any were, and the latter 
has been justly termed “ Inventor of Har­ 
monies,” so been was his sense of song.— 
[Englisfi Lyrics.

E0 2LE CONSIDERATIONS OF ONE BRANCH 
OF JOURNALISM. 
Out of the recent bitter rivalry between 
papera in New York ha» been revived the 
old discussion of the misB'.on of the press— 
as we think, unprofltably. But the con­ 
sideration of it in one respect is of value, 
for the methods of journalism form one of 
the collateral topics. 
In this direction 
there is something—much, indeed—to be 
said, and it is possible that good may come 
of it. 
To that end every journalist cf 
any extended experience might well con­ 
tribute his “ thought.” Newspapers do 
not very often debate on journalism ; the 
most of their time and space is given to 
the outeido world. But even the public 
will be benefited by aome introspection on 
the part of the proas. Thus, it will com­ 
pensate to debate the question of “ enter- 
rise ” in journalism, and its effect upon 
;.te press. 
That practiced and far-sighted press 
writer and author, I)r. Holland, some years 
ago wrote, “ The great tempter of the 
newspaper press is what is known as ‘en- 
erprise.’ If anything happens that peo- 
arc curiouB about, even if it should be 
of small importance, ‘enterprise’ dictates 
that it shou'd be looked up and written 
down to its uttermost. 
It is in ‘enter­ 
prise ’ that all the reporting newspapers 
ry to outdo one another, and it is in this 
attempt to outdo that they do so much to 
oonfuse values in journalism.” W hat this 
leen observer and cultured man saw there 
still exists, and in a more aggravated form. 
Absolutely, the newspaper press has pro­ 
gressed in this matter of “ enterprise,” but 
it has not been a movement in the right di­ 
rection—it has been engaged in inten­ 
sifying the evil of 
miscalled “ en­ 
terprise.” The spirit of competition has 
developed very naturally a spirit of 
exaggeration, and that has begotten un­ 
truth and shaliowness, and that in turn 
loss of confidence, and very largely ex­ 
pressed contempt. 
It cannot escape the careful observer 
that, as a matter of fact, the newspaper 
press of to-day has not advanced as it 
should have done in the confidence of the 
public. Some of the reasons for this are 
not difficult of discovery, and are so patent 
tnatthey need Dot lie recapitulated, but the 
chief and overshadowing one is, that in the 
hot competition of the press the “ plant,” 
to protect itself, has either narrowed the 
brains and reward of the reportorial and 
news-gathering side of the press, or put 
tasks upon it that it cannot discharge with 
faithfulness and ability. 
We mean to say 
that the reporting, the news side of the 
papers of the day, has not kept pace with 
the age, and is not addressing the advanced 
thought and culture of the day from a 
proper plane. 
It is certainly no better, if 
so good, as it was a few years ago ; it cer­ 
tainly bas not gained greater public confi­ 
dence ; it surely bas not called to itself 
broader ability, nor has it manifested on 
the whole greater capacity. 
Whatever 
idt i < the thought may antagonize, we are 
c:, v -iced that this is apable of dem­

. m substantial», news-gathering has 
largely passed to frivolities ; from honest 
and conscientious work it has passed to 
haste to outdo “ the other feliow.” Thus, 
it is already charged, and now generally 


conceded, that the fierce rivalry of the 
New York city dailies, which brought 
several of them down to a selling price at 
the bare cost of the blank paper, has re­ 
sulted in deterioration in the news columns. 
The public is becoming aware of the fact 
that quantity is the substitute for quality; 
that “ items,” words and verbiage are tak­ 
ing the place of that solid information and 
news ability which is the result of culture, 
hard work, ingenuity of resource, and 
special skill in presentation. In other 
words, the first-class Eastern journals have 
begun to starve their local sides. It is be­ 
coming less and less an inducement to take 
a position in the local force of the press, 
because less and less grow the opportuni­ 
ties for building up a reputation as a re­ 
porter, whose vocation should be every 
whit as honorable and dignified as that of 
any other^n journalism, since the labor is 
onerous, and the succesB of the newspaper 
is dependent so very largely upon its news 
corps. An Eastern reporter of large ex­ 
perience and broad culture, who honors his 
profession and is honored by it in turn, is 
represented to us as having orally expressed 
himself something after this style when his 
opinion was sought on this subject by 
a friend: 
“ To me it seems that 
t ie present tendency is to reduce local and 
news editing to the mere gathering of 
items of a class the least difficult of all 
others to secure or present ; the items that 
retlect the vicious side of metropolitan life. 
Then, too, there appears to be a bar to 
promotion, and an absolute inhibition to 
credit. This is not because publishers are 
indifferent to skill, ability, or to con­ 
scientious effort—on the contrary, they are 
the keenest critics ; but because sifth a 
host of half-schooled, inexperienced, and 
practically incompetent youngsters, are 
clamoring at the door and underbidding 
real ability and experience, and because 
rivalry in publishing drives publishers to 
encourage in the wrong direction. Nine- 
tenths of these young men of whom I 
speak have no earthly idea of making 
journalism a profession, a life following ; 
they regard it rather as a make-shift, a 
thing to be dropped so soon as something 
better turns up, and they have no con­ 
science in asking the displacement of better 
men to make room for themselves. Of 
course you see that the great majority of 
that ‘ tribe ’ are unreliable, and they come 
and go in a constant arriving and depart­ 
ing procession, and the time they serve is 
practically lost out of their lives, and of no 
value to journalism. Tho more I see of 
the business, the more I am convinced that 
it is entitled to take a place among the 
practical sciences, however much this idea 
may cause the scientific exclusivista to 
smile. What I will insist upon, however, 
is this, that trained men must find prefei- 
ence in journalism if the newspaper holds 
it own in the race of intelligence.” 


A WOMAN'S WORD ABOUT FEET. 
It has remained for a woman to come 
forward and teil us some needed truths 
about the human foot. If all Miss Kepley 
Bays in the Popular Science Monthly about 
our treatment of our feet is true—and we 
believe she has not much exaggerated—the 
Anglo-Saxons deserve to suffer eternal 
pains for the brutal manner in which they 
have malformed themselves. 
This lady is courageous, for it required 
more than ordinary valor to face the result 
of such sentences as these for instance : 
“ It is very hard to find any woman who 
will confess that her shoes are too tight, 
too short, or too high-heeled. Her shoes 
are usually ‘ miles too big,’ and hurt by 
their looseness. 
If women complain of 
lame backs or sore feet they will be sure 
the shoes have no part in it, because wo­ 
men are n it aware how tlrey have depart­ 
ed from nature in this regard. 
* 
* 
* 
Many of the peculiar ailments under 
which women pass their days in invalidism, 
unhappy and miserable themselves, and 
making others unhappy, would vanish or 
be greatly mitigated if they would but 
apply common sense to the selection of 
their shoes. It is very hard to persuade 
them to reform their habits on this point, 
but I have never known any woman who 
had learned the new comfort to go back to 
the old habit." 
This is true, hut women will none the 
more relish it. Miss Kepley’a criticisms 
should have wide publication. She clearly 
demonstrates that in the matter of shoes 
for children the mass of people are prac­ 
ticing cruelty upon their offspring that if 
indicted among the heathen would rouse 
a mission try world to arms. 
We all know that the charges of the 
lady are true, that the pointed shoe, the 
high heel, the close grip of the leather, the 
narrow boot, the unyielding sole, etc., dis­ 
tort the foot, displace the structural 
anatomy frame or skeleton, and pro­ 
duce innumerable discomforts, diseases 
and malformations. More than this, they 
affect the bodily form and the bodily 
health. Indeed, they are indulged in- at 
the expense of health. 
But there is not much sympathy to be 
wasted on adults. They are all aware of 
the tortures of fashion in this respect, and 
if they lacK the courage to resist them, let 
them suffer. Some of the results of this 
cowardice Miss Kepley illustrates, and the 
exhibition of distorted feet, crossed toes, 
crooked ankles and bunions is shockingly 
real. 
To the salvation of the children from 
Buch miseries, however, we may give at­ 
tention. It is in youth that the ruin of 
the foot is accomplished. The bones are 
then soft and yielding, and the shoes most 
children are forced to wear are not adapted 
to the natural shape, position or duty of 
the foot. We cramp and control the foot 
of the child to gratify an erroneous taste— 
a false idea of beauty. More than this, it 
is shown, and medical authority of a high 
order cited to prove it, that this deforming 
of young bones in the feet produces curva­ 
ture of the spine and other serious ail­ 
ments, and in the case of many young girls 
their early invalidism is directly traceable 
to the abuse of the feet and the consequent 
abuse of the bones and muscles of the leg 
and the back; a false carriage, injury to vi­ 
tal organs, and finally chronic invalidism 
and speedy decline result. 
All this is very bad. We do not believe 
it to be much exaggerated. 
There is 
enough of truth in it to cause parents to 
seriously reflect, and also to occasion the 
inquiry, Why is it that the physicians of 
the day do not uae the influence they pos­ 
sess to correct the evil, the consequences 
of which are constantly presented to 
them ? 
S t M PATSY FOR THE BSD 
The Hour inveighs against the morbid 
sympathy shown for bad women. We 
have not known that it greatly existed. It 
cites the cases of Mrs. Uhler and Miss 
Almy. Each of them were bad—thor­ 
oughly bad, had lived in open defiance of 
decency and the most ordinary details of 
propriety. Yet on these women a vast 
deal of sympathy has betn ill expended. 
Tho effect, the Hour believes, must be bad 
upon the whole people, and therefore it be­ 
lieves an effort should be msde to stimulate 


a more wholesome and moral sentiment, 
and it adds : 
“ la these enlightened days, when men 
and women Btand practically on the same 
footing, they should be held equally respon­ 
sible for the faults they commit. Bad men 
are no worse than bad womfen, and vice 
versa. Women in the nineteenth century 
understand themselves as well as men, and 
they have more restraints thrown around 
them than men, which should help to keep 
them straight. If they fall, they fall be­ 
cause they are perfectly willing to do so. 
They are generally as guilty as the man 
who falls with them. The days when gay 
Lotharios went around betraying innocent 
maidens are past. When innocent maidens 
get themselves into trouble nowadays they 
are not often guiltless. Our morals will be 
in a much more wholesome state when 
these facts come to be generally recog­ 
nized.” 
That is all well enough, but we take 
some special exceptions. It is putting the 
case too strongly to say that the same 
severity of judgment should be visited 
upon all women who fall. As to the class 
typified by those the Hour names, we con­ 
cur with our contemporary, but It passes 
reason when it would place all bad women 
in the pillory. Woman is the weaker ves­ 
sel by nature and civilization ; she is 
largely dependent upon man for protection' 
and her fall is more chargeable to her de­ 
ceiver than to her trustful nature. Tnere 
is no warrant for the harshness of the 
latter sentences of the critical journal's 
criticism, and we pass them in the belief 
that they contain their own antidote. 
That young women fall who are practically 
guiltless compared to the men who circum­ 
vent their ruin, is too well known to more 
than be recalled to rebuke the Hour's 
severity. But we will go beyond the 
declaration of the New York periodical in 
all it can do to bring about that ideal state 
of society wherein men will bs held to the 
same accountability with women for like 
crimes. That we will early reach such an 
elevated plane of justice we very well 
know there is no reason to expect, yet the 
time must come, unless the world turns 
backward in its march. 
However, the general remarks of the 
Hour furnish food for much thought, and 
are full of suggestions. That a sickly 
sentimentality concerning the vicious is 
enlarging in this country is undeniable, but 
let our contemporary reflect upon the fact 
that it is extended to bad men twenty 
times where the recipient of it once is a 
woman. And it is from women that it most 
proceeds. The most despicable of mur­ 
derers, the Thugs, tho gross and brutal 
human butchers, are those who are the 
objects of this sentimeotal expenditure of 
femininity. It is an abnormal manifestation 
of one of the best qualities in woman’s na­ 
ture ; a perversion of that which makes 
her what she is, the solace of man’s woes. 
But whatever its genesis and whatever the 
object of its effusion it is none the less to 
be repressed and condemned. 
It is charitable to write it down a species 
of feminine insanity when a pure woman 
whose sensitive D a tn re should revolt from 
even the sight of bucIi a thug as Wheeler, 
the San Francisco brute, for instance, is 
the victim of such perversion of the sym­ 
pathetic in her nature as to fawn upon the 
strangler and condole with him. Vice in 
all its infamy must be kept abhorrent, and 
it is the duty of men constantly to guard 
womankind from the singular and deplor­ 
able sympathy some of the sex expend upon 
every great rascal upon whom the law 
fastens its just hold. 


ABOUT CANALS. 
The debate relative to the effect of the 
proposed irrigation canal from the upper 
Sacramento river is being taken up by the 
country press. It is a happy omen, and 
promises a wise and amicable outcome, that 
with a solitary exception no heat has been 
manifested, no motives been impugned and 
no invidious assaults made. The exception 
is not worthy of nctice, since its vicious­ 
ness and injustice are as manifest as its 
absurdity. We are assured by the Colusa 
Sun that the intention is not to so use river 
waters as to at all affect the carrying and 
scouring capacity of the stream or its nav­ 
igability. This assurance is very gratify­ 
ing. But since the question involved in it 
is an engineering one, one that has, we 
think, been elsewhere tested and solved by 
scientific experiment, we submit to our 
neighbors of the west side that it is the 
wiser course to convince the people before 
cutting the canal. The proposition now is to 
open the artificial way and note the effect, 
and if it is bad, then to cease the use of 
the new channel. That is fair enough af­ 
ter the way is out, but the difficulty is that 
when all the expenditure is made the pro­ 
moters of the scheme will, by all their in­ 
terests, vested and otherwise, be brought 
into a state antagonistic even to the exper­ 
iment, to asy nothing of its result should 
it be adverse to them. Nothing is more 
certain than this, that if the canal is 
cut before the question of naviga­ 
bility 
is 
settled, as 
it 
may be, 
seriouB trouble, damaging contests and bad 
feeling will result, should it be found 
necessary to close the cut. This must be 
apparent to all who calmly contemplate 
the situation, and recall the bitter war be­ 
tween sections in another part of the State 
not long ago, over a matter closely allied 
to this. We repeat, let us have the ques­ 
tion determined by engineering skill before 
the caual is cat, and we say this because 
we sincerely hope that it may be deter­ 
mined in favor of our Colusa friends, and 
without injury to the right of all the peo­ 
ple to have the integrity of the river pre­ 
served. 
OUR MEXICAN TRADE. 
The official statistics of the State De­ 
partment show that our tariff system, so 
far as Mexico is concerned, punishes no 
one but ourselves. Congress called for the 
figures, now let it digest them. It is shown 
that New York is 3,000 miles nearer than 
England to any Mexican port, New Or­ 
leans is ¿,000 miles nearer than New York, 
yet the American trade with Mexico is 
nothing compared with that of England. 
Although our manufacturers are doing 
their utmost to increase the volume of 
their business with Mexico, the statistics 
of the past few years show that of our 
sister republic's trade demands, England 
satisfied more than twice as many, judged 
by the money basis, as America, In the 
face of such facts, what can be said by the 
opponents of the Mexican reciprocity 
treaty ? 
Whatever trade we have with Mexico is 
dne to the push and energy of the manu­ 
facturers of our country, and not at all to 
the policy of our tariff. 


TIME TO PREPARE. 
The belief is expressed by those recently 
from Mexico that the yellow fever will 
rage there with greater virulence and more 
mortality of result than it did last year. 
This is precisely what we have all along 
anticipated, and as early as last Jnly fore­ 
cast. It is a theory supported by the his­ 


tory of this vicious disease when it makes 
its appearance in territory comparatively 
new to it. In any light it is the dictate 
of ordinary prudence to be prepared. In 
ibis city we should not be niggards in pre­ 
cautionary outlay. 
Thus far we have 
heard no voice raised against every effort 
possible to oar treasury'and within the 
power of our Board of Health being made 
in the direction of vigorous sanitation. Very 
much depends upon the liberality of the 
people, their support of the officers in dis­ 
charge of duty, and the firmness of the 
officials with the class that prefers to as­ 
sume risks and live in filth. Very much, 
also, depends upon San Francisco. As the 
Marysville Appeal says : San Francisco is 
sure to suffer unless her authorities discon­ 
tinue the line of steamers rnnning to San 
Bias and adopt a rigid quarantine. But if 
there is imminent danger in San Francisco, 
it must be shared in a measure in all parts 
of the State. It is therefore wise to take 
snch action in the interior as to induce San 
Francisco to use every precaution against 
the scourge entering its harbor. In this 
case an ounce of prevention will surely be 
worth many pounds of cure. 


IMMEDIATE ACTION NEEDED. 
The Sutter Farmer advocates that the 
upper central counties unite in the petition 
to Congress for the expenditure of money 
for the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers, 
as asked for by the Budd bill. The Farmer 
says: “ Our waterways have become 
clogged, to the great detriment of com­ 
merce, as well as to the peril of the homes 
of the people. The Bay of San Francisco 
is threatened by the increased deposits ac­ 
cumulating outside the heads to an alarm­ 
ing extent, and remedial measures cannot 
be too soon inaugurated to secure the nor­ 
mal condition of our navigable waters. 
The deposits on the bar must under the 
circumstances increase, the stoppage of the 
How of mining debris into the streams to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 
The Jipper 
channels are filled to overflowing with the 
deposits, and these are constantly working 
into the bay and on the bar with every ebb 
and flow of the tide. We might as well 
solicit, and could spend beneficially, a 
much greater amount than asked for iu the 
appropriation, but we should at least have 
the amount sought to be appropriated. 
Let our local Boards act in this matter be­ 
fore it is too late.” 
Precisely; let the local Boards of Super­ 
visors of all the river counties act. There 
is no time to lose—or rather there is too 
much time to lose. Every legitimate in­ 
fluence should be immediately brought to 
bear to secure the needed appropriation. 


THE COPYRIGHT QUESTION. 
Secretary Frelinghuysen’s suggestion as 
to copyright has been realized in a bill by 
Mr. Dorsheimer, to give foreign authors 
here precisely the same rights that are ex­ 
tended by their respective countries to 
Americans. This seems to us to be the 
key-note for copyright reform. But it has 
been assaulted on the ground that we 
should pass a copyright law in itself right, 
irrespective of what other nations do. In 
other words, after reading columns upon 
columns of the debate now progressing in 
the prese, we find it can all be summed up 
thus : “ We should do as we would be done 
by,” and, “ We shculd doto others as they 
do to us.” The golden rule as a guide to 
moral conduct is not to be gainsayed, but 
in international relations its end will not be 
attained by its strict application. The 
comity of nationB is based on self-interest. 
The most rigid moralist should not 
expect us to admit foreign authors to any 
greater privileges than our own enjoy in 
the country of the foreigner. If other 
countries would apply the rule it would 
bring us to do justice where now we do 
not. For instance, any American author 
can at nominal cost protect his writings in 
England, France and Germany, but in the 
United States we do not secure to the for­ 
eign author the legal right to dispose of or 
to withhold from sale the product of his 
genius. In short, we have beeu aud are a 
nation of literary pirates. 


RUMORED CALL OF THE LEGISLATURE. 
A rumor prevailed yestsrday, that took 
on a semi-official form, that the Governor 
has decided to call an extra seBsion of the 
Legislature, to assemble about the 20th 
inst. Until the matter takes more definite 
shape, and a proclamation has issued recit­ 
ing the “ extraordinary occasion ” for the 
call, it is but justice to the Executive, and 
the interests supposed to be most involved, 
to refrain from expression of opinion in 
detail. Should it be determined, however, 
positively to issue the call, we shall be 
confirmed in the view we have constantly 
held, that it is not demanded by State in­ 
terests or business wisdom, and will do in­ 
jury to the dominant party, a portion of 
which is insanely clamoring for the extra­ 
ordinary convocation.

KATL80AD TAX CASES. 
Judgments In Favor of the State by Ccs- 
sent of Attorney-General—Appeal as to 
Penalties and Interest. 
The remaining tax cases in the United 
States Circuit Court at San Francisco were 
taken np yesterday morning before Jndge 
Sawyer. 
Creed Haymond appeared for 
the railroad company, and said that in 
reference to the tax cases on the calendar 
for to-day it had been agreed by counsel to 
submit them on the testimony heard in the 
other cases. 
The Coart replied that if such be the 
agreement, judgment would be entered for 
the defendants as in other cases. 
Judge Rhodes wished to resume objec­ 
tions. 
The Court—Anything further this morn­ 
ing ?Mr. Haymond said the Attorney-General 
was present and it was unnecessary for him 
to state that the railroad companies recog­ 
nized their duty to pay a fair tax. He re­ 
viewed the offer he made (in chambers) 
yesterday, consenting to judgments being 
entered for the flat amount of the taxes, a 
memoranda cf which he gave to the Clerk 
yesterday, 
Attorney-General Marshall did not think 
he wa9 called upon to say anything; he 
could not control the defendants. 
The Court could not undertake to decide 
whether the plaintiffs would ba benefited 
by such judgments against the defend­ 
ants. It was the duty of counsel to de­ 
cide if they would take the amounts ten­ 
dered. 
Attorney-General—I make no objection 
to the judgment. 
D. 
M. Delmas again begged leave to ob­ 
ject to the judgment. The Attorney-Gen­ 
eral stated yesterday that the testimony 
was sufficient for a foundation for an ap­ 
peal. Tre only thing for the people to do 
is to appeal, but the judgments may not 
be satisfactory. On appeal, judgments 
may be in favor of plaintiffs for the full 
amounts. It is not proper that the At­ 
torney-General should come into Court 
and hir the right of appeal by a confession 
of judgments for less than the amounts 
claimed. A judgment cannot be entered 
here unless the parties consent. It is only 
by the consent of plaintiffs that judgments 
can be entered for less amounts than 
claimed. 
Mr. Haymond understood the right of 
the people to appeal from the judgments. 
He also understood that the State Treasury 
was empty, and many of the treasuries of 
the counties interested. The defendants 
are willing to pay a portion of the tax to 
relieve these treasuries. When judgments 
were entered as he proposed to have them 
entered, every lawyer knew that an appeal 
could be taken. There was no contest as 
to the right of a writ of error. We pro­ 
pose to put in the treasuries more money 
than we ever owed. If we pay more than 
we owe we are performing a duty, even if 
it tikes every rail of the companies. We 
have no object in this matter except to put 
the money in the State Treasury, where it 
belongs. This is the lirst time in history 
of a case where a taxpayer has been two 
long years trying to be enabled to get tax 
money in the State Treasury. As an officer 
of this Court I know of no other motion of 
the defendants. The other side know that 
they can appeal, as in the Santa Clara case. 
I know that if a just God could decide 
these cases it would be in favor of the de­ 
fendants. For the public good judgments 
should he entered. 
The Court recognized that the Attorney- 
General had charge of the cases, and did 
propose to substitute the judgment of the 
Court for his. When both parties accepted 
the judgments as entered, they became the 
judgments of the Court. If the Attorney- 
General does not consent, the judgments 
will be set aside. The Court did not pro­ 
pose to advise the Attorney-General as to 
whether an acceptance wonld be an ad­ 
vantage to the State or not. 
Mr. Haymond—I think your position 
correct. 
The Attorney-General said he would be 
reluctant to be silent in a case when a 
judgment was not appealable. 
Mr. Haymond—If the gentleman will 
consent that question shall not go into the 
bill of exceptions. 
The Attorney-General would not agree 
to a judgment precluded from an appeal to 
another tribunal. He was laboring under 
an injunction, but how much respect he 
had for that injunction he did, not care now 
to express. He was not disposed to dodge 
responsibility, nor did he wish to be 
adjudged in contempt if he could help it. 
By the injunction he was ordered to con­ 
sent to the judgment ordered. Had he 
not believed ¡it the best thing to be done 
these proceedings would not have gone on. 
Such an injunction had not a parallel in 
the Christian world. It was very embar­ 
rassing. 
The Court recognized the embarrassing 
position of the Attorney-General. 
The Attorney-General then said he be­ 
lieved be would take the injunction by the 
horns and back his opinion by signing the 
stipulation, with the distinct understand­ 
ing that it did not imperil the right of ap­ 
peal by the State. 
Mr. Delmas thought that the violation 
by an executive officer of the injunction of 
a State officer might come up hereafter, 
and therefore the stipulation should be in 
proper form. 
The Attorney-General responded that 
the stipulation occupied twenty pages, 
which he had not read, but he was going 
to sign it. 
The Court—Judgment will then be en­ 
tered in accordance with the stipulation. 
Mr. Delmas said he had no knowledge 
of the contents of the stipulation. The 
Attorney-General consents to the judg­ 
ment, but he has not read the stipulation. 
The Court—He consents to judgments as 
per stipulation, and I will order judgments 
accordingly. 
The Attorney-General said that in July 
last it was announced from the bench that 
the six cases on trial were necessary to 
cover all the grounds for an appeal to the 
Supreme Court. With that understanding 
he prepared papers in connection with these 
cases. He left the city with the under­ 
standing that a. I these cases would go to 
the Supreme Court. 
But this was not 
done. Without any information of the 
fact being communicated to my office only 
one case was sent up ; the others were not. 
Had the other cases gone with the Santa 
Clara case —— 
Judge Rhodes (interrupting)—The find­ 
ings were not filed in the other cases. 
The Court—I did all I could to have the 
other cases carried up. W hat is the point 
under discussion now ? 
The Attorney General—I wish to say if 
counsel who are so active in obstructing 
the Attorney-General had attended to their 
duties— 
The Court (interrupting)—Perhaps that 
matter had better be passed now. 
Mr. Delmas—I will not let it pais with­ 
out hurling back the reflections. 
The Court—I see what this controversy 
will lead to, and I do no', wish to listen to 
quarrels between counsel. 
Judge Sawyer thereupon returned to his 
chambers and the attorneys dispersed. 
The appeals in the other five cases, al­ 
luded to as having been tried, have Dot 
been perfected, because the plaintiff failed 
to file the required bonds and take out 
writs of error and citations. Had all the 
cases gone up together, they would all 
doubtless have been decided by the Su­ 
preme Court before now, but as only one 
case went up, the Court decided not to 
hear remaining cases in which judgment 
had liaen entered until the appeals had 
been perfected and transcripts sent up. 
A brief statement of this controversy, 
says the Bulletin, is as follows : The rail­ 
road companies offer to pay the amount of 
taxes as designated on the several county 
assessment rolls, but decline to pay tbe 
five per cent, penalty and interest claimed. 
Tbe Attorney-General accepts the proposi­ 
tions, whereby some $800,000 will go into 
tbe State and county treasuries, the attorney 
of the railroads stating in open Court that 
no advantage will be taken of snch ac­ 
ceptance as an obstruction to an appeal for 
the claims of penalty and interest, upon 
which issues the cases will doubtless go up. 
Kansas bids fair to become an active 
competitor of the South in tbe raising of 
cotton. Quite a quantity of this staple 
was raised the past season in the southern 
counties of tbe State, and tbe cotton gins 
at Oswego and Independence have plenty 
of material on which to work.

The first volume of “ The Life, Letters 
and Literary Remate* of Edward Bulwer 
(Lord Lytton)," by bla son, is at hand 
from the press of Harper 4 Bros., New 
York, and through the honse' of A. L. Ban­ 
croft k Co., San Francisco. In many re­ 
spects this is a notable work. No literary 
temains, no life sketch, have wt' perused 
in years with more profit or genuine pleas­ 
ure. largely the book is autobiographical, 
Bulwer’s own text furnishing the major 
part of the pages. But there is no depre­ 
ciation of interest where the son takes np 
the thread of the father’s narrative, or 
where he interjects his comments. Bul- 
wer’s life and character, as the son well 
says, presents exceptional features, of 
peculiar interest to those who have already 
been interested by his works, or for whom 
the study of human nature has any attrac­ 
tion. He adds : 
If this conviction be unfounded, no modestv in 
the design, and no bievity iu the execution would 
atone for the intrinsic insipidity of the subject. The 
individuality 1 have attempted to describe was 
many-sided. OI a life so long, so variously active 
and unceasingly laborious, a life touching, at so 
many different points, literature, science, and 
politics— and1 coupled with a character so complex 
and uncommon—no true picture could be given by 
a few rapid strokes, however skillfully applied. It 
is the chronicle, rather than the history, of a life 
that I desire to write. In saying this 1 mean that 
my object is to place the reader, as he goes along, 
not so much at an historical distance from the facts 
narrated, as at the innermost center of the situations 
to which those facts belong. Neither in the por­ 
traiture of my father’s character, nor in the record 
of his conduct, have I sought to reduce a single 
feature, or suppress a single incident, that scents to 
me less admirable than the rest . His character, in­ 
deed, was in a’l respects so peculiar, and in each so 
powerfully pronounced, that it would appear un­ 
natural if its nobler attributes were presented to 
view without any relation to the smaller and less 
attractive particulars which, though bat an in­ 
finitesimal part of it, were often (and more 
especially in 
His younger days) mistaken 
by superficial observers for the whole man. 
1 have endeavored to show-, in their true propor­ 
tion and right relation to each other, not only the 
esseutial elements, but also the superficial aspects, 
cf a nature which, to a biographer thoroughly 
familiar witli ail its idiosyncrasies, affords no excuse 
for minimizing what was little, because it leaves 
him no power to magnify what was great in it. 
If we were to particularize and designate 
that portion of the volume of deepest inter­ 
est and best presentation we should un­ 
hesitatingly select the chapters giving the 
story of Bulwer’s courtship and marriage, 
the unfortunate breach they made between 
him and his mother, which, however, in 
no wise lessened the tender regard and 
affectionate care of the son for tbe mother. 
The unpublished literary re i.ains in the 
volume will attract the close attention of 
all cultured readers.

THE OTHER SIDS. 
The following letter from Ophir, Placer 
county, dated February 26th, explains itself: 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : In the local col­ 
umns of your paper of the *231 ir.st. appeared 
an article concerning lie death of “ Deacon 
Robinson,” which does great injustice to our 
town, and particularly to two as noble and 
honest men as ever lived. The individual 
who furnished you that item was either 
grossly imposed upon, or is one of the most 
depraved and contemptible libelers in this 
Sta'e, and deserves the hatred of all honest 
and truthful people. The facts, which can 
he substantiated by twenty good men, are as 
follows: Monday, about 3 o’clock P. M., of 
January 28, 1884, Cord Merrow went to the 
“ Deacon’s ’ cabin to learn w hy he was not 
around during the day. He found the door 
locked, and on looking through tbe win­ 
dow the “ Deacon ” was discovered' lying 
on his 
bunk 
with 
his 
head over 
the side, apparently dead. The alarm was 
given, aud Merrow and Staples broke open 
tbe door, and found the Deacon still breath­ 
ing, but unconscious. A messenger was im­ 
mediately dispatched to Auburn fur a physi­ 
cian, but none came until next day. Merrow 
then looked around for parties to watch with 
the sick man during the night. Mr. Hearst 
and Mr. Bnshell consented to remain until 
midnight. Befoie others were found to watch 
the rest of the night, tbe two young men who 
have filed their bill for " services rendered for 
sitting up with the corpse ” came to tbe cabiD, 
and insisted upon remaining and takiug care 
of the “ Descon ” the latter part of the 
night. Mr. Merrow—who, by common con­ 
sent of everybody here, takes the lead ateuoh 
times—arrang-d, after talking with several 
citizens, for some other parties to remain with 
them. It was know-n, or at least the belief 
was general, that the “ Deacon” had some 
money around him somewhere. 
Messrs. 
Hearst and Bushell both remained until 1 
o’clock. Hearst then went to bed, but Mr. 
Bushell and the two “ enterprising” young 
men sat out the night. During Tuesday 
many of the neighbors, ladies and gentlemen, 
waited on the “ Deacon” until his death, 
which occurred abojt 2 o’clock p. m. That 
night two of the oldest citizens, of undoubted 
honor and integrity, were selected to watch 
with the corpse, wnich they did until the 
body was removed by the neighbors for 
burial. Tbe cabin was then locked. Mr. 
Merrow that day, after the funeral, went and 
notified the Coroner, who next day, in com­ 
pany with several gentlemen of this place, 
searched the dead man’s cabin for his money. 
Under tbe floor was found a small tin can, in­ 
side of a little larger can. Inside tbe smaller 
can was found $340 in gold coin. No other 
money was found except $10, which was 
found in an old trunk while taking out 
clothes to dress the corpse, AU of which 
was placed in the Coroner’s possession that 
day. By publishing the above facts you will 
partially atone to the aggrieved partir s. At 
the request of many citizens.

Yesterday morning Governor Stoneman 
announced that he would cali an extra ses­ 
sion of the Legislature, to cod vene on the 20th 
of March. 
The proclamation, it is said, will 
be issued on Tuesday next, the 4th of March. 
The Legislature will be called upon to legis­ 
late not only en the m atter of collecting de­ 
linquent taxes, bnt two or three other impor­ 
tant matters, besides making appropriations 
for the maintenance of the San Quentin 
Prison and other State institutions. 
Just 
what will be embraced in the Governor’s call 
cannot be 
ascertained from the “ close- 
monthed Executive.” A reporter called at 
bis office yesterday, and the following inter­ 
view took place. 
I t is about as satisfactory 
as any that has been had : 
“ Governor, I hear we are to have an extra 
session of the Legislature ?” 
“ Yes, so I hear.” 
‘’I see the Examiner to-day publishes your 
letter to D elm as regarding that m atter.” 
“ Well, I can’t go back of that, can I ?” 
“ When will you issue your proclamation ?” 
“ Oh. in three or four days.” 
The Governor then took his hat, bid his 
Secretary good day, and left the office. 
There are four vacancies in the Assembly 
which will have to be filled by special elec­ 
tion. 
The vacancies are as follows : El Do­ 
rado and Alpine counties, vice Thomas B. 
Rowland, D em ocrat; dead. 
Mariposa and 
Merced counties, vice W. L. Smith, Demo­ 
crat ; removed from the State. 
Solano 
county, where the seat was declared vacant 
on account of fraud. 
San Francisco, vice 
Charles A. Hughes, Democrat; dead. 


T aken Back to R ed Bluff.—L ast Tues­ 
day Chief Karcher received a dispatch from 
the Sheriff of Tehama county requesting him 
to arrest a girl named Annie Mnrphy, who 
would arrive ia this city by the California 
and Oregon train that morning, and to hold 
her and her trunk, which was checked to Sau 
Francisco. The dispatch was not received 
by the Chief until about an hour after the 
train arrived, and he then learned that the 
girl had gone on by the Stockton train. 
He 
telegraphed to officers at that place to arrest 
her, and, being advised afterwards that his 
request had been complied with, went down 
to Stockton to get her. 
The dispatch he had 
received did not state what the charge against 
her was, and when a writ of habeas corpus 
was sued out, he admitted frankly that he 
had nothing upon which to hold her, but a 
Red Bluff officer was expected to arrive next 
day with the warrant. 
Of course she was re­ 
leased from custody, but the officers kept her 
under surveillance. 
Deputy Sheriff Dyer, of 
Red Bluff, arrived at Stockton Wednesday 
evening with a warrant accusing her or 
larceny, and she was arrested. 
Another writ 
of habeas corpus was taken out, but Thurs­ 
day morning, when it was heard, the Court 
remanded her in‘o Dyer’s custody, and that 
afternoon he passed through Sacramento with 
his prisoner en route for home. 
The girl, 
whote appearspca is not much in her favor, 
states that she is but 17 years of age. 
She 
was seduced wben but 13 or 14 years old, and 
has latterly been livirg iu houses of prostitu­ 
tion. 
The charge of larceny against her, she 
alleges, grows out of the fact that Annie 
Egersten, proprietress of a bagnio at I! .<1 
Bluff, purchased for her while she was Bn in­ 
mate of the Egersten establishment a bro­ 
caded Batin dress, which she was to pay far, 
bnt she left before doing so. 


T he County Superintendent’s Office — 
The tifica of C. E. Bishop, County Superin­ 
tendent of Schools, at the Court-house, has 
just received extensive and much-needed im­ 
provement, in the shajie of a general clean- 
ing-up, painting, new carpet and the con­ 
struction of suitable desks and cases for tbe 
keeping of books and documente. 
The main 
office has been supplied wifh a large book­ 
case, which is already well filled with books. 
Also a desk about 12 feet long and 10 high, 
arranged in a very complete manner, and 
used by Mr. Bishop more especially for the 
keeping of Looks and papers belooging to his 
own administration. 
Iu an adjoining room 
is an ornamental case, about 10 feet long by 
10 high, with glass doors and provided with 
convenient drawers, which is used for the fil­ 
ing away of papers referring to the conduct 
of the schools heretofore. 
Mr. Bishop has 
been working closely for the past three 
months in arranging and labeling these docu­ 
ments, and feels confident that he can at a 
moment’s notice put his hand on any paper 
on file relative to any administration of coun­ 
ty school affairs. 
Heretofore the furniture 
and conveniences of the office have beeD so 
limited that dry-goods boxes had to be need 
ss depositories for papers. 
Mr. Bishop has 
also inaugurated an excellent system for the 
keeping of the financial accounts of the vari­ 
ous districts, by which anything concerning 
that m atter can be ascertained at a glance. 
By another comprehensive but simple plan he 
is able to keep track of the educational ad­ 
vancement of each scholar attending the 
county schools.

E ds. R ecord-U nion : W e have noticed 
what John Rider says about high water in 
the American river in 1881; but for aome 
reason he is dumb as to the far worse condi­ 
tion of affairs in 1867-8, 
He says that in 
1861-2 there was no water around his house, 
and he coaid walk around it and not get his 
feet wet. 
The reason for this was that dur­ 
ing that flood the levee broke near Rsbel’s 
tannery, and this carried the American river 
through that break. 
This is the all-sufficient 
explanation why the water did not rise higher 
at his house. 
Mr. Rider says : “ Sines then the ground 
has filled up about two feet." 
It is noticed 
that he does not say how that filling wss 
done ; but the fact is it was by the flood 
waters of 1867-8 and other years prior to 
1881. 
In 1867-8 the water was higher on the 
north levee than it has ever been, either be­ 
fore or since. In 1881 the river was not nearly 
so high as in 1867-8, as shown by the well- 
established fact that at Folsom the water did 
not rise as high into about eight feet as it did 
in 1S61-2. This shows that the high waters 
against our levees in 1S81 was not on account 
of the great volume of water in the American 
river, but because the river bed had been 
almost entirely filled with debris and the con­ 
current rise of the Sacramento river, which 
held back the water at the junction of the 
rivers and backed it up the American as far 
as Brighton, 
If the water in the Sacramento had been 
as high in 1867-8 as it was in XSSI, so as to 
have held the American river back, nothing 
would have saved the north levee, and the 
city would have been devastated and injured 
to the extent of many hundred thousand dol­ 
lars. 
Not only that, but it would have cost 
twenty times more to put the levees back 
inte as good condition even as at present, as 
is now asked to make them more secure. 
As a simple proposition of paying taxer,we 
have no desire for any increase of the amount 
we are now paying, but we regard this mat­ 
ter of increasing the effectiveness of our levees 
as the most vital question as a business prop­ 
osition, both for protection uf the property 
we now have in the city, and also looking 
to its increase of value and the prosperity of 
the city in general. 
The only fault we have 
to find with the proposed expenditure is that 
it is far too small. 
We are iu deep earnest 
in this matter, and feel that the very least 
that is practicable is to devote the $40,000, 
as proposed,, to levee purposes. 
W e regret that there has been any opposi­ 
tion to this expenditure ; it is suicidal to 
the 
best 
interests of the city to op­ 
pose the measure. 
If through the parsi­ 
mony of the residents of this city another 
flood is allowed to come in upon us, ss it may 
unless thorough precaution íb taken, those of 
us who simply make th¡9 our residence, be­ 
cause we like the place and people but are 
carrying on business elsewhere—and there 
are many such residents—we will certainly 
leave and choose a safer place of abode. We 
are willing to be taxed to any amount neces­ 
sary to secure the safety of Sacramento 
against inundation, but the people must not 
commit business suicide by voting down the 
tax proposed to be devoted to the purposes of 
securing our levee defenses. 
As citizens 
known to all, who have lived many years 
with yon, who have large Interests in this 
State, who love this people, but are not 
bound to remain here by business ties, we 
urge tbe adoption of the special levy, 
F rederick C ox, 
G. W. C larke. 


T rial T rip.—The mammoth locomotive 
El Gobernador, No. 237, recently built at th8 
railroad shops, and which has the distinction 
of being the largest in the world, yesterday 
afternoon made a trial trip to the American 
river bridge.

Notes of 
In te re s t— Suggestions 
fov F arm a r a O rch ard s—N ecessity for 


O. ln g F ertilizers. 


Oae thing will soon l>2 recognized as a 
fixed iact and common eense requirement, 
and th at is, th at the land upon which 
orchards and vineyards are growing and 
bearing heavily every year cannot “ al­ 
ways be giving and never reoeiving,” w ith­ 
out lv coming exhausted thereby, and af­ 
fording an invitation to all kinds of pests 
to come and lodge in its branches, and not 
only destroy fruit and foliage, b u t also to 
rob of 
life 
the tree 
and vine. 
The 
power of resistance of disease and the rav­ 
ages of pests is decreased upon the part of 
tree and vine in proportion to the reduction 
of the element in the soil necessary to sup­ 
ply the plant food by nature required, and 
the only method of preventing the soil in 
crcherds 
and 
vineyards 
from 
de­ 
terioration 
is 
to 
keep 
up 
nature s 
supplies by giving once annually, a t the 
m ost suitable season, fertilizers containing 
th e class of nutrim ent which has bcou de­ 
manded by the grow th of trees and froit. 
The richness of California’s soil, and its 
general adaptability to fruit growing, has 
caused horticulturists to be unm indful of 
the fact th at “ a free horse m ust not be 
ridden to death,” and it cannot be denied 
th a t by a large m ajority the orcbardists of 
th e State, up to the present time, have cot 
got about giving the poor beast a rest, but 
are still riding, and urging forward, w ith­ 
out even so much as offering a noonday 
feed to the faithful animal th at is exhaust­ 
ing itself to unceasingly serve its ever- 
receiving and never repaying taskm aster. 
L et the owners of orchards and vineyards 
commence this year, and repay the faithful 
soil th at yields them such rich returns. 
The following article upon the subject of 
raisin-m aking in this State appears in the 
American A griculturist, from the pen of 
George Huemann, the well-known 
and 
prom inent vineyardist : 
“ Very few arc 
aware of tb s vast proportions the making 
of raisins has assumed in California. Some 
porsons have several hundred acres in 
vines, the fruit of which is converted ¡uto 
raisins, and many more vineyards planted 
for the same purpose will soon come into 
bearing. 
Raisins are made from the Mu- 
catella, Gordo Blanco and M uscat of A l­ 
exandria, preferably of the former ; also a 
seedless raisin, highly esteemed, is made 
from the seedless Sultana. 
The grapes 
should be allowed to remain on the vine 
un til quite ripe, and show a yellowish 
or golden color, and are more translucent 
than when too grten. 
Tben they should 
be carefully picked and placed upon a 
drying tray (usually two by three feet iu 
size), and exposed, w ith an inclination to­ 
w ard the eun, in some convenient place, 
generally between the rows in th e vine­ 
yard, or in some contiguous open land. 
A fter having been exposed a sufficient 
tim e to pecóme about half dried, they are 
turned once in this manner, v iz : two 
workm en taking an em pty tray, place it 
upon a full one, holding them firmly to­ 
gether, 
and 
w ith 
n 
swinging 
motion 
tu rn them over, and replace the now 
turned grapes in their former position. 
T he turning should be done before the 
dew is quite off of the grapes in the early 
m orning ; then, when the grapes Lava be­ 
come so dry as to losu their ashey appar- 
ance, some being a little too green and 
some quite dry enough, they are, after re­ 
moving those entirely too green, slid from 
th e tray into large sw eating boxes, having 
a thick bheei of paper between about every 
tw enty-live or thirty pounds of raisin s; 
th en removed to the store-room, where 
they should remaiu two weeks or more. 
As a soil for raisins a rich, sandy loam is 
preferred ; the climate should be warm, the 
soil moist. 
W inter irrigation in average 
years is quite as im portant as Bummer in 
our dry valleys. 
For safety against many 
Insect pests, the phylloxera especially, a 
location is desirable where w ater is plenty, 
and evenness of land Eurface perm its w in­ 
te r submersion. 
In such favorable loca­ 
tions a larger berry, thinner skin, better 
yield, etc., will bo the result. 
Toe vines 
are planted eight by eight feet in m any lo­ 
cations, but growers of the greatest experi­ 
ence prefer a greater distance apart. Some 
plant eight feet by ten feet, some ten by 
ten feet, thus giving greater vigor to each 
vine, enabling it to resist enemies of all 
kinds much more surely.” 
J . C. H atch, of San Jose, contributes 
the following to the columns of the San 
Jose M ercury: “ In looking over the pro­ 
ceedings of a late ineetiog of the H orti­ 
cultural Society in this city, I notice quite 
a discussion on the codliu moth, etc. 
And 
I was surprised to see w hat grave errors 
some men fall into, who claim to be pos­ 
sessed cf a vast fund of knowledge on the 
present question, and its enemies. 
For in­ 
stance, the belief th at the moth deposits 
its eggs in the riod of the apple, is, to niy 
m ind, a very erroneous idea. 
Because you 
never see the m arks of the worm in fruit 
u ntil it makes its egrets from the apple, 
usually at the blossom end of the fruit. 
I 
have been familiar with the codlin moth 
for the past thirty years, and think 1 am 
safe in saying th a t the eggs are deposited 
in the blossom, or in the fruit in its inc:p- 
ien t st to, and, like the Bilk worm in its 
cocoon, it remains in th e iruit its allotted 
tim e and issues therefrom as a worm, drops 
to the ground, and in due season it be­ 
comes a winged insect, ready to commit 
anow its depredations, which are certainly 
extrem ely disastrous. 
If the object of the 
band around the tree is to prevent the 
worm from ascending the i»me, I think it 
will be found th at by chalking (heavily) a 
ring around the trees th at no insect will 
pass over it, as It is impossible to gain a 
foothold thereon.' 
Felix G illet, of Nevada City, has re­ 
ceived a letter from 1C. K. I! ¡Pen. of San 
Sal»», Tex,, in which ho says : “ Your list 
of grapes is a valuable oue. 
I have been 
experim enting with foreign grapes in my 
.garden for the last five years, and expect 
to contiene to try a few new ones every 
year. 
So far I have found nothing equal 
to the W hite Calabrc. 
It does well where 
th e M uscat, Mission and some other varie­ 
ties have died out. 
You can safely recom­ 
mend it to yonr customers in Texas for 
open-air planting. 
Tno best vine I have is 
growing where the ground is w et.” 
The 
W hite Calabre, or Bianc de Calibre, is de­ 
scribed by Mr. G iliet in his catalogue as 
follows : 
A magnificent m arket grape. 
Bunches large ; berries well set ; medium 
large to large, round, firm ; splendid fla­ 
vor ; very sweet. 
A t m aturity the grapo 
turns yellow, almost tiaueparent. 
Skin 
thick, st»ni tough, which constitutes this 
variety as one of the heat shipping grapes. 
Medium. 
The I'asadenaand Valley Union, in answer­ 
ing the question asked by a correspondent, 
“ Hoes fruit-growing pay?” concludes an 
extended article by 
saying : 
“ F ruit­ 
growing dots pay where proper conditions 
are selected, and the occupation is made a 
business and one has p it’coce to labor and 
w ait. 
California can beat the world in 
fruit-grow ing—that is a settled fa c t; and 
she is going to do better every year. Many 
fail in the business, th at it true ; hut many 
more also succeed. 
The failures should be 
studied to ascertain the canse of i t ; the 
guccespes. to iearn the wherefore of it. 
If 
you have $1,000 and can work and wait, 
you may succeed in frutt-growiDg, or if 
you have $10,000 you may fa il; eo, after 
all, it depends upon the individual. 
The 
w riter has only lived in California six 
years, hut has lived and visited in the best 
frnit districts in the State, and observed 
s o m e th in g of it, and consequently having 
seen results, professes to know whereof he 
speaks, and of this thing be assured— 
fruU -eji'enring pays. ’ 
The Mountain Democrat, speaking of 
Governm ent lands for settlers, says : In 
M ud Springs, W hite Oak and Salmon 
Falls townships (El Dorado county) there 
are to-day thousands of acres of D rd, at 
present covered w ith a heavy grow tn of 
wrease wood, which would » ake tine vine­ 
yard land when cleared. 
And the expense 
of cl -aring it wc are told by those who 
have prepared considerable tracts, is mnch 
less than tea : of land heavilv tim bered. A 
wi U-maoaued vineyard will bear a full 
crop the fifth year, and will produce sufii 
cieut grapes to make 100 box s of rar*ne 
to the acre. 
A man does net require much 
of a head for figures to be able to see th at 
there is a fortune in cnmpar, t Vcly few 
aorta of this land, and it is surprising th st 


there should be any of it open to settlem ent 
at this day. 
A cow th at does not commonly drink as 
muuh as tw enty-seven quarts of w ater a 
day is necessarily a poor m ilker—while a 
cow th at drinks as ipuch as fifty quarts 
daily is sure to be a good milker. 
As so 
much depends upon the amount of water 
consumed, of course the quality of the 
w ater enters largely into the question. 
The tru th is, the value of pure w ater can­ 
not bo overestimated. 
A num ber of care­ 
ful experiments made by M. Dancel, and 
given to the French Academy of Science, 
go to show th at the am ount of milk ob­ 
tained is approxim ately proportioned to 
the quantity of w ater drank. 
Standing 
water and th at from standing pools is 
always more or less foul, and even though 
abundant in quantity, has an injurious 
effect upon the flavor of the dairy product. 
[Pasadena and V alley Union. 
An Eastern paper states th at at the 
Kansas Agricultural College there were cut 
during last season four crops of alfalfa 
from the same land. 
The fourth crop was 
not as heavy as th e former, bu t the four 
crops gave about tix tons to the acre. 
E f­ 
forts to get a successful stand and grow th 
of alfalfa in N orthern Ohio a few' years 
since pioved a failure, but if, iu more 
southern localities, it can be grown suc­ 
cessfully, the Eastern adm irer of " C a li­ 
fornia productiveness” will find th a t in 
this instance the secret of wonder lies 
largely m the plant its tl', and is a boon to 
the farmer w'berever the clim ate and soil 
are favorable to its growth. 
Mrs. Truman Stoddard, of Lodi, has pro­ 
posed to donate to the Trustees of Salem 
School D istrict a quantity of m ulberry 
trees and cuttings if they would set them 
out on the school-koase grounds, cultivate 
and protect them . 
This is w orthy of ac­ 
ceptance, and being adopted in other parts 
of the State. 
There is nothing more for­ 
bidding than a school-hnuse on barren 
plains, nor more inviting than these educa­ 
tional landm arks surrounded and shaded 
by beautiful trees. 
L et us have more 
trees. 
Studied crossing and m ating will pro­ 
duce marked results in sheep as quickly as 
in any ether stock, w hether the change be 
for the belter or for worse. 
The ease w ith 
which the character of the Hack can be en­ 
tirely changed w ithin a few years should 
lead breeders to be extremely careful about 
the purchase of the breeding B tock obtain­ 
able. 
A mean ram can make an impres­ 
sion on a flock in a single season which it 
will require years to eradicate. Buy some­ 
thing good, even at greatly enhanced cost. 
A correspondent sends to the R ural New 
Yorker a remedy for grape rot, which, he 
states, has proved effective w ith him for 
several years. 
He says th at whenever the 
slightest indication of rot is observable, 
scrape every vestige of vegetation away 
from the vines to the distance of four feet 
in every direction, and cover the space 
w ith fresh lime, air or w ater slaked. 
He 
docs not put the lime closer than six 
inches to the vine, and if a heavy rain fol­ 
lows he repeats the dressing of the lime. 
The New Y ork M ail favors more atten­ 
tion being paid to n ut culture in this 
country, and sayB that it is not many years 
since Africa sent us peanuts by the ship­ 
load, and Spain contributed generously to 
the supply. 
Their trade has almost en­ 
tirely ceased, as the result of the peanut 
crop in the U nited States, which is now 
about 2,000,000 bushels annually. 
Exper­ 
iments certainly ought to be tried with 
seeds of foreign nnts in the parts of the 
country best adapted to their growth. 
G. Geisendorfer, of Colfax, Placer coun­ 
ty, Cab, has a method of keeping grapes 
fresh during the winter. 
He picks the 
grapes after the dew is off, and before they 
are warmed by the sun, cuts out all im per­ 
fect ones, and all which show any signs of 
decay. 
The clusters are placed on a layer 
of old, fermented saw dust, acd covered 
w ith the same. 
The saw dust was made as 
early as 1S56. He says be has fresh grapes 
as late as the last of March. 
One of the greatest secrets of success on 
the farm is keeping out the money leaks. 
Do not let any of your implements re­ 
main exposed to the weather. 
W hen not 
in use, keep them housed, by all means. 
By letting farm machinery stay in the 
field, exposed to rain, dews, wind and the 
hot sun, it receives more injury than from 
careful usage. 
Some English landlords are adopting the 
plan of renting cows to cottagers, charging 
about one-third the cost of the cow a year 
for the use of the animal. 
A t first they 
made five per cent, on the investm ent, but 
now it pays a dividend of fifteen per cent. 
That would seem to be an enterprise alike 
helpful to bath parties. 
A subscriber of the R ec o r d U n io n de­ 
sires information concerning the new va­ 
riety of wheat known as "T h e l ’ride of 
England.”

STREET 
SCENES 
IN 
SMYRNA. 


One walk through the narrow, dirty 
streets of Sm yrna revealed more of E ast­ 
ern outdoor life than a whole library of 
books, says a letter to the Baltimore Day. 
Every E istern people is represented at 
Sm yrna—Tarks, Greeks, Arabs, Moore, 
Ahyssinians. Syrians, Jew s,etc,—the TurkB 
of course being the most numerous, each in 
the peculiar dress of his country. 
The 
camels are here in their native home, and 
do the work of horses. 
They kneel down 
and w ait patiently until they are loaded, 
and then march off with a slow, sloping 
gait. 
Some of the streets of Sm yrna are 
so narrow th at when a caravan of camels 
passes there is scarcely room to walk 
along. 
The clim ate is so mild, even in 
midwinter, th at the life is almost enti e y 
out of doors ; and the street scenes recall 
some of the descriptions in the "A rabian 
N ights.” On one corner a cobbler is m end­ 
ing a shoe ; on anothtr, a fig-vender is dis­ 
posing of his fruit ; in another direction, 
almond candy is offered for sale ; present, 
ly, a caravan of camels moves slowly along, 
while gayly rlressed figures are seen sitting 
in the sun, smoking, smoking, forever 
smoking. 
The Turkish women are seldom 
seen on the s tre e t; 
and when they go 
abroad, their faces are closely veiled, not 
even their eyes being visible. 
Should a 
Turkish woman appear on the street un­ 
veiled, 
it 
would be 
a 
deadly 
siu 
against 
m odetty. 
W hether 
such pre­ 
cautions 
make 
them 
better 
we 
do 
not 
know, 
but 
from 
all 
accounts 
morality is not the prevailing feature in 
the East. 
From a sly glance at some of 
the women, I was convinced th at there was 
no danger of their beauty fascinating the 
beholder. 
In fact, it is the extrem e jeal­ 
ousy of the Turkish men th at throws these 
restrictions upon the E sste rj women. How 
would our American women, who have no 
restrictions upon their sweet wills, like to 
be shut up at home all the time, never go­ 
ing out shopping, visiting or w alking? 
I 
am alraid a war of the sexes would be the 
result, and an army of Amazons would 
soon be raised to defend the rights of the 
sex. 
There are only three or four mosques 
at Smyrna, and they are small. A t certain 
hoars every day a man appears in front of 
each mosque, and patting his hands behind 
his ears, screams at the top of his voice : 
“ ,1’ray, pray, Allah is great, andM oham- 
me 1 is his p ro p h et! 
Pray, pray !” 
Both 
the orthadox and schismatic Greeks have 
churches in Smyrna, and the former have 
an archbishop. 
The Jew s are numerous, 
and occupy a quarter of the city specially 
appropriated to them . 
The fathers of the 
Franciscans have a monastery here, attend­ 
ed by the Italian member» of the order. 
Tne only evidence of progress th a t I saw 
in Sm yrna was the horse cars along the 
quays, and these are under French m anage­ 
ment. 
I was prepared to find the Turks 
lazy and indifferent, but, on the contrary, 
they work hard, load and nnload vessels, 
and carry burdens on their shoulders th at 
would stagger the stoutest Baltimore por­ 
ter. 
But the T urks who can afford to do 
nothing live in lazy self-indulgence.

CONTROLLING 
TEM PER. 


Evcness of 
tem per, which gives un- 
ruliled serenity, is perhaps one of the 
greatest natural blessings one can enjoy. 
The ancient philosophers regarded it as the 
trium ph of their system to educate a per- 
Bon to m aintain a perfect balance of tem ­ 
per. 
No m atter w hat came, a calm, u n ­ 
ruffled exterior and an undisturbed mind 
were regarded as worthy a life tim e of dis­ 
cipline. 
And this was correct. 
N othing 
so disturbs the peace of families, the order 
of society, the security of person and life, 
as ebullitions of tem per. 
From the child 
up the presence of an ungovernable tem per 
íb an affliction, and often causes the ruin of 
persona. 
M obí crimes proceed from un­ 
balanced tem pers. 
Flaming passion and 
brute vengeance go together. 
And where, 
In early life, violence of temper goes un­ 
checked, there is danger that future years 
will be filled w ith trouble and sorrow. 
Hence no subject can be more im portant to 
parents than the education of their chil­ 
dren along this line. 
M any children are 
born with propensities to violence. 
If 
phrenology is true, the developments of 
their skulls show th at their normal ten d ­ 
encies are iu the direction of violence. 
Many parents sit helpless in the presence 
of toe outburst of passion from such chil­ 
dren, and leave the propensity to grow 
and strengthen w ith 
advancing 
years. 
Others seek to outcome it by brute force, 
and either render the child stupid, or de­ 
stroy its native force of character. 
The 
real problem is ts so manage it as to teach 
it self-control. 
Of course no fixed rule 
can be given for th is / The treatm ent m ust 
depend la> gely on the peculiarities of the 
child. 
B ut firmness w ithout passion, and 
eveness w ithout weakness are essential in 
dealing w ith such children. Reason, moral 
sense and self-control m ust be cultivated. 
Self-control is a quality th at cannot be im­ 
parted by brute force but m ust be edu­ 
cated into a child. 
I t is the most im port­ 
an t elem ent of home education. 
And in 
this example is of great value. 
Self-con­ 
trol cannot be taught by passionate pa­ 
rents. 
The example is more potent than 
the precept. 
Children are shrewd s tu ­ 
dents of human nature, and if the precept 
is belied in the practice they are quick to 
see it. 
Hence, self-control m ust be exer­ 
cised in order to im part effective teaching 
on the subject, and where exercised and 
taught is the source of much comfort of a 
well-ordered home, 
W ere the effects of 
ill tem per properly considered, the im ­ 
portance of the subject would be fully ad­ 
m itted. 
Let the criminal classes be con­ 
sidered, and we find th at an unbalanced 
tem per is the source of much of their 
trouble. 
Im pulses of 
covetousness, or 
malice, or anger, account for the bulk of 
human crime. 
Could the cause be elim i­ 
nated the result would fys greatly less­ 
oned. 
Ungovernad tem per, as much as 
,ru m , acaouuts for thronged prisons and 
filled almshouses aud desolated homes. 
The evil ramifies society and produces 
crime. 


QUEEN VICTORIA’S PARSIMONY. 


The Queen for nearly a quarter of a 
century has never occupied Buckingham 
palace for more than six days in each year. 
I t cost an enormous amount to build, and 
several thousands are yearly expended on 
its maintenance. Itissum ptuously furnished 
in every part and contains miles of fine 
pictures, and there it stands year after 
year, nobody ever entering it, except on 
four afternoons, when drawing-rooms are 
held, and on four evenings, when the State 
ball3 or concerts are given. 
I t ought 
either 
to 
be 
understood 
th at 
this 
palace should be open to royal visitors of 
high rank, or it should be converted into a 
hospital or museum. 
The vast sum which 
the Queen receives every year from th< 
country is not given to be hoarded up, but 
is intended tft m aintain the state and dig­ 
n ity of the Crown. 
The English court has 
gradually acquiied a m ost unpleasant rep­ 
utation abroad for extreme parsimony, and 
one woold think th at instead of the civil 
list charges amounting to over £400,000 a 
year, the Queen was only in receipt of a 
tenth of th at amount. 
So far as expense 
goes, it saves a royal visitor little or noth­ 
ing to b e a guest at “ the palace.” 
The 
tips which are given are enormous. W hen 
the Emperor Nicholas passed Ascot week 
a t W indsor castle in 1S44 he left £3,000 
for the servants, and gave tw elve gold and 
diamond snuff box?s to the lords and g-n- 
tlemen of the household. 
In ISóóthe Em ­ 
peror Napoleon gave £1,500 to the W ind­ 
sor servants, ana last year the King of the 
N etherlands expended £1,000 in the same 
way. 
In fact, I believe the Lord Stew ard 
keeps a regular tariff of w hat is expected, 
the amount varying according to the rank 
of the guest, and this is formally presented 
to the principal personage in attendance 
upon him .—[London T ruth.

“ And, waiter,” added a gentleman who 
had just ordered a lunch at a fashionable 
Chestnut street restaurant, " a cup of hot 
w ater—very hot, please—and 
bring it 
first.” 
The hot-water craze is one of the 
most remarkable of recent pubi c eccen­ 
tricities. 
“ It fairly promises to beat the patent 
medicine cure-alls out of the market," said 
a prominent physician yesterday. “ It was 
originally claimed as a cure for the dyspep­ 
tic merely, but now almost everybody 
drinks hot water for almost everything. 
I t has become the rage, and there is 
scarcely a prominent hotel in the city 
which does not eerve it to scores of guests, 
and even the restaurants in localities of 
trade, where everybody is supposed to be 
too busy during working hours to pay at­ 
tention ”to health, have scores of custom­ 
ers—bankers and brokers and such—for 
whom the waiters get ready a ‘ hot water ’ 
before ordering the lunch.” 
A prominent hotel manager said : “ Hot 
*F .ter as a beverage has recently become 
popular at the — -. 
The waiters now 
think no more of tilling orders for it than 
of tilling orders for ice water or milk. The 
people who use it are either invalids of 
people who think that their digestion is not 
just what it should be. 
It is wonderful 
how this hot-water system has taken hold. 
I know plenty of people in our hotel who 
are convinced that there is no case of dys­ 
pepsia which it will not cure, and some 
people almost appear to think that there is 
now almost no more use for doctors.” 
A reporter called upon a distinguished 
physician yesterday and asked him whether 
he had observed the popularity of the hot- 
water cure.

Then, w hen a man gets to usiD g hot 
water he is apt to take more time in eat­ 
ing, and more care, because he feels that as 
he is under threatment be should make an 
effort to give the treatment a fair show. 
Very few things are better than hot water 
to stimulate the stomach before breakfast, 
after the exhaustion consequent upon a 
night s sleep. 
As cold water is a bad thing 
for the digestion, because it chills the 
stomach, so hot water is excellent, because 
it heats it up, starting the tires to going, as 
it were. 
These and other facts in its favor 
go tar toward explaining its popularity, 
but, like everything else, it can b9 carried 
to extremes.—[Philadelphia Record.

TRAGIC 
WAR 
STORY. 


Henry J. Savage, one of the Soldiers’ 
Home veterans, tells the following thrill­ 
ing story of a war incident : 
The oft-mooted question, “ Was ever a 
desperately-wounded soldier shot dead, at 
his own earnest solicitation, by a com­ 
rade 
is answered in the affirmative by 
your humble servant. 
It happened as fol­ 
lows : 
The writer, a member of G Com­ 
pany, First Delaware Infantry, was then 
attached to the Third Brigade (Weber’s), 
Third Division (French’s), Second Corps 
(Sumner’s). After wading Antietam creek, 
plunging through plowed fields, stubble­ 
fields and cornfields, his regiment was 
finally located within plain view of the en­ 
emy, when the welcome command ran 
along the line to “ load and tire at will.” 
I t was then that our daily target practice 
at Fortress Monroe came into excellent 
use, as many a poor devil of the Sixth Al­ 
abama learned to his cost. 
After firing 
eleven rounds the writer was wounded and 
ordered to the rear. 
While retreating in 
good order, but making most excellent 
time, his route led him through a portion 
of the Irish brigade. 
Here he saw a sight 
that capped the climax of horror. 
A mem­ 
ber of that devoted brigade was aimlessly 
stumbling around with both eyeB shot out, 
begging some one, “ for the love of God,” 
to put an end to his misery. A Lieutenant 
of the Fourth New York was passing by, 
and, seeing the poor fellow's condition and 
hearing his appeal, he halted before him 
and asked if be really meant what he said. 
“ Ob, yes, comrade,” was the reply, “ I 
cannot possibly live, and my agony is un­ 
endurable.” 
W ithout another word, the officer drew 
his pistol, placed it to the victim’s right 
ear, turned away his head, and pulled the 
trigger. 
A half wheel, a convulsive gasp, 
and one more unfortunate had passed ever 
to the silent majority. 
“ It was better thus,” said the Lieuten­ 
ant, replacing his pistol and turning to­ 
ward the writer, “ for the poor fellow 
could 
" 
Jugt then a solid shot took the Lieuten­ 
ant’s head off, and the “ subsequent pro­ 
ceedings interested him no more.”—[Mil­ 
waukee Sentinel. 


C o st or 
t h e C a f jt a l .— I have been 
figuring up what this Capital of ours has 
cost us since the beginning, and I find that 
the amount is over §100,000,000. 
The 
subject was investigated by Congress in 
1870. 
Tbe total at that time was a cost of 
$04,362,423 ; since then §5,500,000 haB 
been paid out for public buildings alone, 
and the amounts paid out for works of art, 
park decorations and other thiDgB will run 
the total far ahead of the amount above 
stated. 
For a number of years it has cost 
more than §1,000,000 a year to pay the 
Government expenses of the District of 
Columbia, and since 1S62 the amounts 
have been much higher. 
In 1873 the 
amount wa9 more than §S,000,000. 
In 
1875 it was more than §7,000,000, while 
from 1S28 to 1852 it was less than 
§1,000,000 a year. 
In 1814 only $1,S00 
was appropriated for the District of Colum­ 
bia, and it was not until 1837 that the 
yearly proportion reached §1,000,000. 
It 
is interesting to look over the items of 
permanent improvements in Washington. 
These inclnde the original cost of the 
buildings and their repairs, furnishing and 
keeping in order. 
The following estimate, 
though not exactly correct, is approximate­ 
ly so. 
It is less rather than greater than 
the actual cost, some of the minor expen­ 
ses during the past seven years being 
om itted: 
The Capitol has cost §17,672,- 
123 : the I’atent Office, over §13,000 000 ; 
the Treasury about §7.200 000 : the Wash­ 
ington streets, more than §6.000,000 : the 
State Department about §7,000,000 : the 
Navy nearly §4,000,000 ; the W hite House, 
two parks and 
pubbc grounds, about 
§2,000,000.

A M o d k k n Bo r g ia —A woman has just 
been sent to prison in the Hague, Holland, 
accused of a series of crimes which far ex­ 
ceeds Troppmann's assassinations. A wash­ 
erwoman named Vander Linde, of Leyden, 
insured or caused to be insured the lives of 
all her relatives, paid the premiums, pois­ 
oned the insured and pocketed the amount 
of the policies. 
Some weeks ago I)r. Rut­ 
gers Van der Lotff, of Leyden, was sum­ 
moned to the residence of a workingman 
named Frankenhauzen, whose wife and 
child had just died and who was himstlf 
severely suffering. 
The physician had the 
workingman taken to the hospital and rec­ 
ognized the symptoms of poisoning by 
arsenic. 
Ho so informed one of the rela­ 
tives of the victims, a detective, and 
charged him to report the matter to the 
police. 
This detective, was none other 
than Van der Linde, the woman's hue band. 
The poor man gave the police all the infor­ 
mation asked of him without suspecting that 
it would result in the arrest of his wife. 
After a thorough investigation the authori­ 
ties had a large number of bodies ex­ 
humed. 
All the corpses bore the most 
positive traces of poisoning. 
The woman 
Van der Linde had murdered thirty per­ 
sons, all relatives of hers.—[Paris Figaro. 


T h e M a g n e t ic T e l e g r a p h F o r e s h a d ­ 


o w e d in 1625.—M. H. de Parville furn­ 
ishes to the Revue Scir.ntifique an extract 
from the dialogues of Galileo, from which 
it would appear that about the year 1625 a 
rumor had become current in various 
countries of Europe as to the possibility of 
rapid distant intercommunication by means 
of some magnetic process—a foreshadow­ 
ing of the modern telegraph. 
This possi­ 
bility is thus indicated by Sagrado : “ You 
acquaint me with a person who wishes to 
part with a secret which would enable per­ 
sone, by means of certain sympathies exist­ 
ing between tnagr. tic bars, to communi­ 
cate with each other, although removed by 
distances of two and three 
thousand 
jailee." 


B a llo o n s f o r T o n q c in .— The French 
war transport ship Pitou has just left 3ou- 
lon for China, having on board a complete 
military balloon equipment, which was 
despatched from the arsenal at Meudon 
and filled nine railway wagons. 
The corps 
consists of 100 men, including a Colonel 
and two Captains, and is intended to act 
specially in ambuscades and is attached to 
the artillery. 
The balloons are manu­ 
factured of the finest silk and will be in­ 
flated with vitriol acid gas. 
A complete 
photographic apparatus is attached to each 
car, which can tarn out 100 impressions a 
second and printed instantaneously, besides
